To the Honorable Charles A. Culberson, Governor of the State of Texas, 

In obedience to the requirements of Subdivision b of Section 12, of the 
Act of the Legislature, approved April 3, 1891, creating the Railroad 
Commission of Texas, etc., we submit the following report of the transac- 
tions of this Commission during the present calendar year, together with 
information gathered by us for the year ending with June 30, 1898, and 
also present for consideration such facts, suggestions and recommenda- 
tions as are deemed by us proper at this time. 

FREIGHT RATES MADE BY THE COMMISSION. 

Since making our last annual report, this Commission has adopted 
four original tariffs of freight rates on commodities, which are shown in 
their numerical order in Appendix A of this report. 

Commodity Tariff No. 30, effective March 21, 1898, fixes the freight 
rates on certain kinds of rough wooden blocks, logs, timber and piling; 
Tariff No. 31, effective April 21, 1898, applies on fruits, vegetables and 
melons, in car loads and less than car loads; Tariff No. 32, effective 
August 15, 1898, fixes the rates on agricultural implements, saddlery, 
harness and saddlery hardware, less than car loads; and Commodity 
Tariff No. 1-c, which was to have become effective November 2, 1898, but 
is held in abeyance at present by the action of the judge of the United 
States Circuit Court, provides generally for a reduction in the rate of 
freight on cotton of four cents per one hundred pounds, but as it con- 
tains a provision restricting the railroad companies from paying more 
than eight cents per hundred pounds for compressing, while tfyey had 
been paying ten cents heretofore, the net reduction to the railroad com- 
panies was only two cents per hundred pounds. 

During the year we have amended several of the freight tariffs which 
had been adopted by us prior to 1898, and we therefore present in Ap- 
pendix A not only the new tariffs made this year, but all tariffs which 
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have been made by us heretofore (and not fully canceled) in their present 
state, all rates and provisions which have been altered or supplanted by 
amendment being eliminated. 

Under the authority of the Act of the Legislature entitled "An Act to 
enable the Bailroad Commission of Texas to make emergency freight 
rates to prevent the evil effects of interstate rate wars upon the business 
and interests of the people and railroads of this State," approved April 
5, 1897, this Commission has, since the making of its last annual report, 
made and put into effect thirteen emergency freight rate orders made 
necessary by the reduction of the rates on interstate shipments of mer- 
chandise, and for the protection of the interests of the people and rail- 
roads of Texas. These orders are shown in Appendix B of this report. 
The promulgation of these emergency orders having brought the inter- 
state lines to terms, and the evils which made them necessary having 
ceased to exist except in four instances, nine of the orders have been 
revoked. 

In appendix C we present the special authorities which have been 
granted this year by this Commission to the railroad companies, upon 
their requests, to apply less than the regular tariff rates on certain 
articles between designated points. Great care is exercised by us, before 
granting such authorities, that x good reasons exist for making the par- 
ticular requests, and that no injury will be caused thereby. 

The rate rulings, classification rulings and "Exceptions" to the West- 
ern Classification, which we have adopted during the year and which re- 
main unrevoked or unsuperseded at the date of this report, are grouped 
together in Appendix D. 

In Appendix E we place all general orders relating to freight business, 
etc., made since the organization of this Commission, including all the 
revisions of the same up to December 10, 1898, and omitting all pro- 
visions which have been supplanted by other provisions or canceled. 

For the convenience of the public, we append the "Rules to govern the 
mode of bringing complaints and matters for investigation before the 
Railroad Commission of Texas," and the "Rules and regulations con- 
trolling the Railroad Commission of Texas in the issuance of railroad 
stocks and bonds," as Appendix F and Appendix G, respectively. 

EXPERT INSPECTIONS OF RAILROAD OFFICES \ PROOFS OF VIOLATIONS OF 
LAW FOUND AND ACTION THEREON. 

Mention was made in our Sixth Annual Report, that previously to the 
last session of the Legislature, while this Commission was morally satis- 
fied that most, if not all, of the principal railroad companies of this State, 
were violating the Texas Statutes and the regulations of the Commission, 
by the allowance and payment of rebates on freight shipments, and by 
unjust discriminations between shippers, yet for want of appropriations 
to defray the expenses of the necessary investigations, we had been unable 
to obtain proof of such violations. We also mentioned our earnest appeal 
to that Legislature, sustained by the active influence of Attorney-Gen- 
eral Crane, State Treasurer Wortham and your Excellency, resulting in 
an appropriation of five thousand dollars for one year only, — that which 
ended on the 28th day of February, 1898, — for the purpose of enabling 
the Commission to make the necessary investigations as to such violations 
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of the law, and to obtain facts which would warrant prosecutions for such 
offenses. 

We mentioned further that by the aid of that appropriation this Com- 
mission had caused investigations to be made which showed that a num- 
ber of the principal railroads of this State had violated the law, in the 
manner stated, a great many times. We also stated that up to the date 
of our last report, out of the number of cases reported to the Attorney- 
General, the offenders had plead guilty in ninety-five cases, and had paid 
a penalty of five hundred dollars in each case, without litigation, the 
companies composing what is known as the Southern Pacific System hav- 
ing paid $25,000, the International & Great Northern Kailroad Com- 
pany, $10,000, and the Missouri, Kansas & Texas Eailway Company of 
Texas, $12,500. It is proper to state that as to some of these companies 
many more instances of violations were found than were thus settled for, 
but the remaining cases have not been dismissed, being merely held in 
abeyance subject to further proceeding in the event that such companies 
again violate the laws. And it is also proper to state in this connection 
that this arrangement had at the time, and now, the full approval of this 
Commission. 

The appropriation referred to in the foregoing proving to be insuffi- 
cient to retain, for even one year, all of the four employes which we had 
engaged in these investigations, we were compelled to dispense with two 
of them some months before the expiration of the appropriation year, and 
we were only able to retain another one of them after the 28th of Feb- 
ruary, 1898, by encroaching on the appropriation for pay of other experts 
necessary to the work of this Commission, thus creating' a deficiency in 
this respect amounting to about dollars. 

Since the date of our last report, investigations of the business of the 
Gulf, Colorado & Santa Fe Railway Company and of the St. Louis 
Southwestern Railway Company of Texas have been made, resulting in 
the discovery of a considerable number of discriminations made by them, 
which were duly reported to the Attorney- General, resulting in each of 
those companies paying the sum of ten thousand dollars to the State, 
being a penalty of $500 per case, in twenty cases on each road, and in- 
creasing the aggregate number of cases settled thus far to one hundred 
and thirty-five, and the aggregate amount of penalties to $67,500. 

The inspections in 1897 were made by two employes who were ap- 
pointed prior to that year and by two appointed in that year. The ex- 
aminations in 1898 were made by one of the Commissioners, by an em- 
ploye appointed prior to 1897, and by an employe appointed in 1897. 

From the foregoing it will be seen that the railroad companies of this 
State, by their voluntary action, and by violations of the law, have greatly 
reduced their revenue below what they would have earned if they had 
adhered to and collected the freight rates prescribed by this Commission. 

The Legislature two years ago was somewhat reluctant in making the 
appropriation asked for, and in fact, as stated, made it only for one year, 
notwithstanding we assured it that for every dollar it appropriated we 
would put ten dollars back into the treasury. We have made good this 
promise, and we believe that the only way to enforce the law is to make 
ample appropriations to enable the Commission to make the necessary 
investigations and to secure evidence of violations to be placed in the 
hands of the Attorney-General of the State for action thereon. 
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Therefore we respectfully urge that the appropriations for the ensuing 
two years, asked for by us in^our estimate filed with the State Comp- 
troller, be granted without curtailment, believing as we do that it will 
result either in the payment of a much larger amount into the State 
treasury, or in the abandonment of the practices of rebating and dis- 
criminating by the railroad companies, in either of which events it will 
be money well spent. 

We omitted to mention in our last report, the fact that during these 
investigations the proofs were being secured that several railroad com- 
panies operating in this State were ignoring, or to a greater or less extent 
failing to comply with our statutes relating to the maintenance of gen- 
eral offices in this State. This work has been continued and reports have 
been made to the Attorney General in the cases of the Missouri, Kansas 
& Texas Bailway Company of Texas, the St. Louis Southwestern Rail- 
way Company of Texas, the Texas Mexican Railway Company, the Tex- 
arkana & Fort Smith Railway Company, and the Paris & Great North- 
ern Railroad Company. With the co-operation of the Attorney General, 
the result has been reached that the first two of the above named com- 
panies probably have now, in full operation in Texas, general offices in 
accord not only with the letter but with the spirit of our laws, and the 
remaining three companies named, we are advised, are making rapid 
progress in that direction. There are yet other companies in this State 
which, in our opinion, are derelict in this respect, and as to them, we 
hope to be able to ascertain the exact amount of such dereliction during 
the next twelve months. 



There were made to this office, by railroad companies and receivers, 
for the year ending June 30, 1898, fifty-one reports on the prescribed 
form, for that number of railroad properties in this State. Fifty-two 
such reports were made last year, but on account of the blanks for this 
year having been printed without consulting us as to the number that 
would be needed, no blanks were sent to the Fort Worth & Denver Ter- 
minal Railway Company, or to the Panhandle Railway Company, the 
operations of both of which are substantially covered by the report of the 
Fort Worth & Denver City Railway Company. On the other hand, the 
Texas, Arkansas & Louisiana Railway Company filed an annual report 
with us for the first time. All of the roads are operated for which an- 
nual reports were rendered, except the Galveston & Western, though in 
several instances two or more roads are operated by the same manage- 
ment, and in a few instances a road, or a portion of a road, is operated 
jointly by two or more companies. , In addition to the properties for 
which annual reports were made at length on the prescribed form, sev- 
eral other very small roads were operated, and the results of their earn- 
ings and operations for the year were obtained by means of correspond- 
ence and special reports. Those roads were as follows : Brownsville & 
Gulf; Cane Belt; Denison & Pacific Suburban; Lancaster Tap; and 
Texas City Terminal. 

From these annual and special reports, supplemented, but to no very 
great extent, by correspondence and official examinations, have been com- 
piled the statistical tables which constitute Appendix H to this report, 
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and which cover about the same range of subjects, relating to the rail- 
roads of this State, as appeared in the tables of our last report. 



Table No. 1: Track mileage of railroads in Texas June 30, 1898, 
showing for each road the length and terminal points of each main line, 
branch and spur, the aggregate length of yard tracks and sidings, the 
aggregate length of track of all classes and the increase or decrease of 
the latter during the year. 

Sixty-eight different railroads were shown in our mileage tables for 
June 30, 1897. Our tables for June 30, 1398, show seventy-two, there 
being four considered by us this year for the first time, viz. : the Beau- 
mont Wharf & Terminal, the Cane Belt (which on November 11, 1898, 
had been increased to 11 miles in length), the Pecos & Northern Texas 
(which on December 3, 1898, had reached a length of 94 miles), and the 
Texas, Arkansas & Louisiana. We estimate that there were on June 30, 
1898, about fifty miles of railroad in the State which are not yet shown 
in our tables, consisting mainly of private lumber roads and spurs of 
doubtful permanency. Some that we have admitted in our tables may 
also prove to be not permanent. 

On. June 30, 1897, there were 9,484.01 miles of railroad in Texas, ex- 
clusive of yard track and sidings, shown by our mileage tables. The 
corresponding tables for June 30, 1898, show 9,540.21 miles exclusive of 
yard track and sidings, a net increase of 56.20 miles. The largest item 
of this increase was 28.26 miles of the Texarkana & Fort Smith Rail- 
way, built in the fall of 1897. The El Paso & Northeastern was ex- 
tended 8.38 miles, and the San Antonio & Gulf added 6.88 miles. The 
Texas, Arkansas & Louisiana (7.70 miles) was built, and on June 30, 
1898, track-laying of the Cane Belt and the Pecos & Northern Texas 
had commenced. 

Since June 30, 1898, about one hundred and forty miles of new track 
has been laid in Texas, principally by the following companies, viz.: 
Pecos & Northern Texas ; Chicago, Rock Island & Texas ; Cane Belt ; and 
Gulf, Beaumont & Kansas City. 

The aggregate amount of track classed as yard track and sidings was 
1,403.59 miles on June 30, 1897. On June 30, 1898, it was 1,528.79 
miles, showing a net increase of 125.20 miles during the year. 

A considerable number of roads participated in this increase, the Gulf, 
Colorado & Santa Fe having added 30.77 miles; the Texas & Pacific 
23.89 miles; the Missouri, Kansas & Texas of Texas 17.60 miles; the 
Texarkana & Fort Smith 13.44 miles, and other roads less amounts. 

The net increase in length of tracks of all classes was 181.40 miles. 

Table No. 2 : This table, besides showing more concisely than Table 
1, the total lengths of tracks of each class for each railroad in the State, 
gives also for each the particulars as to gauge of track, and as to lengths 
of track laid with iron rails and steel rails respectively. It shows that 
on June '30, 1898, there were, exclusive of yard tracks and sidings, 
9,280.61 miles of track of 4 feet 8* inches gauge, 22.50 miles of 3 feet 
6 inch gauge, and 237.10 miles of 3 feet gauge, the increase in mileage 
for the year being wholly of the gauge first named ; also that, exclusive 
of yard tracks and sidings, 9,133.86 miles of track were laid with steel 
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rails, and also 406.35 miles were laid with iron rails, which is, for the 
year, an increase of 245.66 miles of steel, and a decrease of 189.46 miles 
of iron rails. Of yard tracks and sidings, 751.78 miles were laid with 
steel, and 777.01 miles were laid with iron rails. 

Table No. 3 shows for each railroad in Texas for which the informa- 
tion was ascertained, the amount on June 30, 1898, of its outstanding 
capital stock and bonds, separately ; with columns showing the amounts, 
per mile of road, of stock, of bonds,' and of stock and bonds added, re- 
spectively. The totals for all the roads are as follows: Capital stock, 
$135,510,830; bonds, $229,306,001; aggregate, $364,816,831. General 
average per mile of road : Capital stock, $14,596 ; bonds, $24,699 ; ag- 
gregate, $39,295. There was a decrease in amount of bonds outstanding 
of $5,830,006, from the amount shown on June 30, 1897, which is al- 
most wholly due to a readjustment between the two Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas companies of the proportions of their joint indebtedness assigna- 
ble to each company. This readjustment was made at the instance of 
this Commission. 

Table No. 4 shows the gross earnings from operation of Texas railroads 
during the year ending June 30, 1898, stating separately for each road 
its passenger, mail, express, freight and miscellaneous earnings. The 
totals for the year were: Passenger, $7,209,766.46; mail, $1,090,- 
927.85; express, $677,247.86; extra baggage, etc., $93,026.52; freight, 
$31,170,645.94; miscellaneous, $860,972.51; total, $41,102,587.14. This 
is an increase of $3,762,360.45, or 10.076 per cent, over the gross earnings 
» for the preceding twelve months. 

Table No. 5 shows the operating expenses for the twelve months ending 
June 30, 1898, as reported by the Texas railroad companies and officers. 
The totals were as follows : Maintenance of way and structures, $7,409,- 
387.95; maintenance of equipment, $4,347,020.64; conducting transpor- 
tation, $17,046,892.93; general expenses, $1,460,646.51; unclassified, 
$29,801.13; aggregate, $30,293,749.16. The general average of per- 
centage of operating expenses to gross earnings was 73.70 per cent. ; for 
the preceding year it was 78.12 per cent. 

Table No. 6: Statement of freight earnings, passenger train earn- 
ings, gross earnings from all sources, operating expenses and net earn- 
ings (or deficit), per mile of road for each of the operated Texas rail- 
roads. In making these computations second tracks, yard tracks and 
sidings were excluded, and in these instances where track was operated 
by more than one company, it 'was counted only in the mileage of the 
company owning it. Taking the roads as a whole, their averages per 
mile of road were as follows: Freight earnings, $3,291.47; passenger 
train earnings, $957.85; gross earnings from all sources, $4,330.70; 
operating expenses, $3,194.86, and net earnings, $1,135.84. Each of 
these amounts is greater than the corresponding amount for the year 
ending June 30, 1897. In gross earnings per mile of road the best show- 
ings were made as follows : Chicago, Rock Island & Texas, $7,146.46 ; 
Houston & Texas Central, $6,865.84; Texas & New Orleans (including 
branches), $6,699.49; Fort Worth & New Orleans, $6,470.84; Galveston, 
Houston & Henderson, $6,399.63 ; Central Texas & Northwestern, $6,- 
338.85; and Missouri, Kansas & Texas of Texas, $6,089.95. In net 
earnings the best showing this year is made by the Louisiana Western 
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Extension Railroad ($3,634.54 per mile), the Galveston, Houston & 
Henderspn railroad occupying the second place with $3,275.97 per mile. 
Six roads had net earnings of between $2,000 and $3,000 per mile, in 
the following order, viz.: Chicago, Rock Island & Texas; Central Texas 
& Northwestern; Fort Worth & New Orleans; Texas & New Orleans; 
Houston & Texas Central ; and New York, Texas & Mexican. Fourteen 
roads had net earnings of between $1,000 and $2,000 per mile, making 
in all 22 roads that had net earnings of more than $1,000 per mile of 
road, during the year ending June 30, 1898, while only 11 roads ex- 
ceeded that amount in the preceding year. 

Table No. 7 : Statistics of freight traffic of the Texas railroads dur- 
ing the year ending June 30, 1898, showing, besides other matters, for 
each road from which the data could be obtained, the average distances 
that freight was hauled, the average amount per ton received for trans- 
porting freight, average receipts per ton per mile hauled, and average 
freight earnings for each mile of road and for each mile run by freight 
trains. General averages are as follows : Average distance that freight 
was hauled, 156.57 miles; average receipts per ton of freight, $1.63.7; 
average receipts per ton per mile hauled, 1.044 cents; average freight re- 
ceipts per mile of road, $3,291.47 ; and average freight earnings per mile 
run by freight trains, $1.56.3. 

Table No. 8 : Statistics of passenger traffic of the railroads in Texas for 
the year which ended June 30, 1898, as far as could be ascertained, show- 
ing for each road the average distance that passengers were carried, aver- 
age amount received from passengers, average receipts per passenger per 
mile, average amount of passenger train earnings per mile of road and* 
for each mile run by passenger trains, the number of passengers carried, 
etc. The general averages were as follows : Average distance that pas- 
sengers were carried, 50.46 miles; average receipts per passenger, 
$1.18.3; average receipts per passenger per mile, 2.344 cents; average 
earnings of passenger trains per year per mile of road, $957.85 ; average 
passenger train earnings for each mile such trains were run, 88.5 cents. 

Table No. 9 : Train mileage, showing for the twelve months ending 
June 30, 1898, for each road, the number of miles run by revenue-yield- 
ing road trains, classified as to freight, passenger and mixed trains. The 
totals are as follows: Miles run by passenger trains, 9,697,528; by 
freight trains, 18,409,433; by mixed trains, 1,423,975; aggregate, 29,- 
530,936. 

Table No. 10 : Comparison for the two years ended respectively June 
30, 1897, and June 30, 1898, of the gross earnings, operating expenses, 
and results from operation (whether income or deficit) of each operated 
Texas railroad. It also shows for each road whether the net result was 
better or worse for the latter year, 'and how much. The totals for the 
railroads of the State as a whole are as follows : Increase in gross earn- 
ings for the year ended June 30, 1898, compared with the previous year, 
$3,762,360.45 (or 10.08 per cent.) ; increase in operating expenses, $1,- 
119,811.02 (or 3.8£ per cent.) ; increase in net earnings, $2,642,549.43 
(or 32.36 per cent.). 

/ Table No. 11 shows for each of those railroads which have been valued 
by this Commission and operated during the year, the amount of such 
valuation ; the value at which it was placed on the State and county as- 
sessment rolls of 1898 for purposes of taxation; the amount of its out- 
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standing stock and bonds as far as could be ascertained; and the rate per 
cent, which its net earnings or deficit from operation, for the twelve 
months ending with June 30, 1898, bears to its valuation by the Com- 
mission, and to its assessed valuation, and to the aggregate of its stock 
and bonds. By this table, and similar ones which have appeared in 
former reports by us, it is shown that for those roads which have been 
valued by us, and which were operated, the ratios of net earnings to the 
aggregate of their stocks and bonds were as follows :

I. 93 per cent, for the year ended June 30, 1896. 
2.13 per cent, for the year ended June 30, 1897. 
2.88 per cent, for the year ended June 30, 1898. 

The ratios of net earnings to the valuation by this Commission were: 
7.45 per cent, for the year ended June 30, 1895. 
5.07 per cent, for the year ended June 30, 1896. 
5.69 per cent, for the year ended June 30, 1897. 
7.48 per cent, for the year ended June 30, 1898. 

The ratios of net earnings to the aggregate amount assessed for taxa- 
ation against those roads which have been valued by us were : 

14.22 per cent, for the year ended June 30, 1895. 
9.76 per cent, for the year ended June 30, 1896. 

II. 69 per cent, for the year ended June 30, 1897. 
14.44 per cent, for the year elided June 30, 1898. 

Proper allowance having been made each year for that portion of the 
International & Great Northern Railroad which is yet exempt from tax- 
ation. 

Table No. 12: Comparative statement of freight earnings of the 
Texas railroads for the two years ended respectively June 30, 1897, and 
June 30, 1898, showing the amount each year for each road, and the in- 
crease or decrease for the latter year as compared with the former. The 
total for all the roads for the year ended June 30, 1897, was $28,042,- 
519.93 ; for the year ended June 30, 1898, it was $31,170,645.94, thus 
showing an increase for the latter year over the former of $3,128,126.01, 
or 11.15 per cent. 

Table No. 13 shows the amount in tons of each of the principal com- 
modities and groups of articles, and of the aggregate amount of revenue- 
yielding freight transported on each Texas railroad during the twelve 
months which ended June 30, 1898. As explained in previous reports 
(more particularly on pages 18 and 19 of our Fifth Annual Report), 
while these figures are fairly reliable, so far as each railroad is concerned, 
yet in considering the. totals for the roads as an aggregate, it must be 
borne in mind that each railroad company reports for itself the tonnage 
carried by it over the whole or any part of its road, regardless of the fact 
whether or not such freight has been or was to be transported over one 
or more other Texas roads. The result, necessarily, is that in many in- 
stances the same tonnage is counted and reported two or even more times, 
and that the aggregate for the roads as a whole is far in excess of the 
true number of different tons hauled. By comparing this table with the 
corresponding tables for previous years, which were constructed in the

same manner, it is of use in showing changes in the relative amounts of 
different kinds of freight carried on particular roads. Such a compar- 
ison for the roads as a whole, is shown by the table which follows. 

Table No. 14: Comparative statement, by years, of the quantities 
and percentages of revenue-yielding freight transported on Texas rail- 
roads during the three years which ended June 30, 1898, classified (in 
the main) in accordance with the Interstate Commerce Commission 
classification. 

The aggregate number of tons carried, as reported by the railroad 
companies and receivers, was 14,510,929 during the year which ended 
June 30, 1896, and 16,342,302 toes during the year ending June 30, 

1897, and 18,590,046 tons during the year ended June 30, 1898. While 
there was not in either year the number of different tons of freight car- 
ried which these figures indicate (as explained heretofore) yet these 
amounts will serve to show the relative volume of freight business of 
each year to the other years, and the relative amounts of the different 
commodities to the total amount of freight carried. 

Table No. 15 : Comparative statement, for the two years ending re- 
spectively June 30, 1897, and June 30, 1898, of the aggregate weight of 
shipments originating on the lines of the Texas railroads. This shows 
an increase for the latter year, when compared with the former year, 
of 599,579 tons, or 10^09 per cent. The best showings, as to tonnage of 
freight originating on the line of the reporting company, were made by 
the following : Texas & Pacific, 938,815 ; Missouri, Kansas & Texas of 
Texas, 757,444; Gulf, Colorado & Santa Fe, 643,278; Texas & New Or- 
leans, 603,854; International & Great Northern, 501,612; and Gulf, 
Beaumont & Kansas City, 435,994 tons; the latter road exceeding in 
this respect such greater roads as the Galveston, Harrisburg & San An- 
tonio, Houston & Texas Central, San Antonio & Aransas Pass, St. Louis 
Southwestern of Texas, etc. The most conspicuous decrease in the 
amount of tonnage originating on line, occurred in the business of the 
Austin & Northwestern Railroad, the decrease being 89,329 tons, which 
is almost wholly accounted for by the falling off in shipments of stone. 

Table No. 16 : Comparative statement for the same two years of the 
aggregate weight of shipments received from all connecting lines by each 
Texas railroad. It shows an increase for the year which ended June 30, 

1898, compared with the preceding year, of 1,001,313 tons, or 9.99 per 
cent. 

Table No. 17: Comparative statement of passenger revenue (this 
does not include mail, express, extra baggage, and miscellaneous pas- 
senger train earnings) of Texas railroads for the two years ending re- 
spectively June 30, 1897, and June 30, 1898, showing for each road the 
amounts for each year, and the increase or decrease for the latter year. 
The aggregate for all the roads was $6,689,109.13 for the year ended 
June 30, 1897, and $7,209,766.46 for the twelve months ending June 30, 
1898, a gain for the latter year of $520,657.33, or 7.78 per cent. 

Table No. 18 shows the number of general officers, and employes 
(classified), of each Texas railroad, on June 30, 1898. The aggregate 
number of officers and employes shown by the table is 30,841, an increase 
of 2,208 compared with the previous year. In each year probably one 
hundred or more persons were counted more than once, from the fact 
that in not a few instances persons are in the service of two or more rail- 
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roads. In proportion to their number this occurs oftener in the case of 
officers than of employes. According to the reports, a considerable num- 
ber of officers receive no compensation from some of the companies which 
they serve. 

Table No. 19 : Showing for each Texas railroad the number of ac- 
cidents to persons which occurred thereon during the twelve months 
which ended June 30, 1898. This table contains columns showing the 
number of accidents to each of three classes of employes, to passengers 
and to other persons separately; and further, under each of those head- 
ings, the number killed, and the number injured. The total number 
killed was 156, and the injured 2,278. This is a decrease of 31 
killed and increase of 307 injured, compared with the previous twelve 
months. Of employes there were 3 less killed, of passengers 3 more, 
and of other persons 31 less. 

Table No. 20 : Comparison of railway accidents to persons in Texas 
for the two years ending respectively June 30, 1897, and June 30, 1898, 
classified as in the preceding table as to persons, and also as to the gen- 
eral causes of the accidents. This is a condensed table and the infor- 
mation as to different railroads is not shown separately. The number 
of railroad employes killed while coupling and uncoupling was five dur- 
ing the year last named against nine during the year before, but the 
number injured while engaged in that class of work was only one less. 
At highway crossings one railway employe and seven other persons were 
killed, and five employes and forty-eight other persons were injured dur- 
ing the year ending June 30, 1898, against thirteen killed and forty- 
eight injured (all "other persons"), the preceding year, a decrease of 
five in killed and an increase of five in injured. No passengers were 
Jrilled or injured at highway crossings in either year. Overhead obstruc- 
tions were responsible for the death of three railway employes and for the 
injury of seven more during the past year. 

Table No.' 21: Quantities and classification of equipment, including 
locomotives and coaches and cars of the various kinds, of each Texas rail- 
road, on June 30, 1898. This exhibit shows also the number of train 
brakes and automatic couplers with which the equipment is provided. 
The totals were as follows: Locomotives of all classes, 1,114, of which 
1,085 have train brakes ; coaches, etc., in passenger service, 748, of which 
739 are provided with train brakes, and 733 with automatic couplers; 
cars used in the freight service, 26,225, of which 14,381 have train brakes 
and 15,576 have automatic couplers; cars in company service, 1,437, of 
which 501 are provided with train brakes, and 263 with automatic coup- 
lers. Total coaches and cars of all classes, 28,410, an increase over the 
number reported for June 30, 1897, of 3,403. The increase for the year 
in number of train brakes on coaches and cars was 3,768, and of auto- 
matic couplers 6,857. It may be noticed that four companies in Texas 
which operate (or ostensibly operate) their own roads, report no equip- 
ment. Explanations were given as follows : The Chicago, Eock Island 
& Texas Railwav Companv states that all locomotives and passenger 
equipment, and also most of the freight equipment, used by it belongs to 
the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railwav Companv, the Texas com- 
pany paying mileasre therefor: the Paris & Great Northern Railroad 
Company reports "None owned/' and that the "St. L. & S. F. R. R. Co. 
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furnish cars and equipment" ; the Pecos Kiver Railroad Company states 
that they have a contract or agreement "with the Pecos Valley & North- 
eastern Railway Company for that company to furnish motive power 
and rolling stock sufficient for the transaction of this company's busi- 
ness" ; and the Southern Kansas Railway Company of Texas merely says, 
"Owns no rolling stock." 

Table No. 22: Comparison for those roads which have been valued 
by the Railroad Commission of Texas, of the amounts per mile of road 
of stocks and bonds outstanding ; of this Commission's valuation ; and of 
the valuation assessed for taxation. Comments on some of the most 
glaring inconsistencies in the assessed valuations, which are disclosed by 
this table, appear elsewhere in this report. 

Table No. 23 : Some of the railroad companies are frank enough to 
state the amounts of permanent improvements which they have included 
with and charged to Operating Expenses. The amounts thus reported 
are shown in this table. There is scarcely a doubt that a still greater 
number of companies hide expenditures for permanent improvements 
and betterments in their operating expense account. In fact, we know 
of one instance in which the entire cost of changing the grade of a rail- 
road from 3 feet to 4 feet 8£ inches was unblushingly charged up to op- 
erating expenses. 

Table No. 24: Abstract of Income Accounts for the year ending 
June 30, 1898, of those railroad companies which made report of the 
same to this Commission, showing the balances to the debit or credit of 
Income Account both on June 30, 1897, and June 30, 1898, and in a 
general way, the entries between those dates. Considering the railroad 
properties which were reported for, as an entirety, the following is a 
condensed statement:

The net deficit on June 30, 1898, was $14,087,583.59, which is $3,491,- 
492.63 less than the amount shown twelve months previously. 
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Table No. 25 contains the information gathered by us, by means of 
reports from railroad companies and receivers, of the number of free 
passes for transportation of persons issued during the twelve months 
ending June 30, 1898, on twenty-nine railroads. The total number of 
passes issued and reported was 177,678. We refer to the table for par- 
ticulars as to different kinds of passes issued and the different classes of 
persons to whom they were issued. 



We think it to be our duty to a faithful and efficient employe of this 
Commission to say that we are chiefly indebted to H. G. Askew, Esq., 
one of our expert accountants, for the successful development of the 
facts as to the violations of the law, and the recovery of the penalties in 
a majority of the foregoing cases. In addition to this his services have 
of great and special value to this Commission in grouping together and 
tabulating the more important facts developed by its action, which has 
enabled the Commission, in its annual reports, to furnish to the public, 
in condensed tables, a great mass of information in relation to the opera- 
tion and management of the railroads of this State. We feel justified 
in saying that in our opinion no State Railroad Commission in the Union 
has furnished such valuable tabulated information as that thus furnished 
in our annual reports. And his services have and will be of special im- 
portance in the injunction suits now pending in the Federal Courts. 

Under the Act of the Legislature approved April 16, 1891, making 
appropriations for the support of the State government for the years 
1891 to 1893, the compensation of the Secretary, of the Railroad Com- 
mission was fixed at two thousand dollars per annum ; the salaries of two 
clerks for the Commission was fixed at $1500.00 each per annum, and 
$30,000.00 was appropriated to pay experts and other necessary expenses 
of the Commission for the two years. Out of this sum the Railroad 
Commission allowed to its chief expert accountant $3,000 per annum, 
and to its chief rate clerk $3,000 per annum; these being the lowest 
prices for which persons of sufficient capacity, skill and experience could 
be had. In the efforts of the Commission to obtain the services of per- 
sons qualified for these duties some persons applied to demanded from 
$4,000 to $6,000 a year. And persons with the necessary qualifications 
for the duties of these two positions in perhaps all cases get much higher 
pay than this from the railroads. 

By the Act of the Legislature approved May 10, 1893, making appro- 
priations for the support of the State government for the years 1893 and 
1894, the same appropriations and allowances were made as under the 
former Act. These were the rates of pay for the officers and employes 
named for four years, from 1891 to 1895. 

By the Act of the Legislature approved May 3, 1895, making appro- 
priations for the support of the State government for the years 1895 to 
1897, the salary of the Secretary of the Commission was reduced from 
$2,000 to $1,800 per annum; the salary of our general clerk was re- 
duced from $1,500 to $1,200 per annum ; and the salaries of the rate 
clerk and expert accountant were reduced, respectively, from $3,000 to 
$2,700 per annum. 

The Secretary of the Commission is charged with duties greater and 
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entirely different from those of persons usually designated as secretaries, 
and greatly more difficult and important. Before entering the service 
of this Commission he had had considerable experience in railroad and 
express offices, and in the performance of his duties it is necessary, in 
addition to keeping the minutes of the proceedings of the Commission 
and making a record of its current action, to carry on much of its corre- 
spondance,, which makes it necessary for him to be acquainted with the 
making of freight rates, and with the numerous files in the office of the 
Commission relating to its business. His constant application and inde- 
fatigable industry in the discharge of the duties of his position for more 
than seven years consecutively has entitled him to the commendation of 
this Commission for his faithful service, and to the recommendation 
herein made for the restoration of his salary to $2,000 per annum. 

Our chief rate clerk had a good many years of experience in the 
special business of making and acting upon the freight rates of the rail- 
roads of this State before he was called to this duty by the Railroad 
Commission. His services in the making and comparison of such rates 
continuously for more than seven years has been of great importance 
and value both to this Commission and to the people at large of the 
whole State. 

In the investigation into the question of violations of the laws of this 
State by railroad companies, which led to the recovery from certain of- 
fending roads, and the payment thereof into the Treasury of the State 
of $67,500.00, we employed Mr. H. S. Spangler and Mr. E'. M Underhill 
to aid our chief expert accountant, H. G. Askew, and as stated in an- 
other part of this report in more detail, the result has been satisfactory. 
The appropriation being so limited we had to discharge Mr. Spangler, 
and was only enabled to retain the services of Mr. Underhill, and to con- 
tinue to keep experts in the field, by creating a deficiency by authority 
of the Governor as provided by law. Mr. Underbill's salary, like that of 
Mr. Askew, was fixed at $2,700.00 per annum. 

We regard it our duty to these men, on account of their ability, expe- 
rience and the value of their services to the State and people of Texas, 
to make these recommendations. 



In Appendix I, herewith, we present the tariff of rates on articles 
transported by express companies in Texas, adopted by us January 12, 
1898, and which became effective February 14, 1898, together with the 
modifications of the same made since that date. 

In the same appendix appear abridgements of the reports rendered 
to us for the year ending June 30, 1898, by the express companies which 
are operating in Texas. It is proper to state that our limited force has 
been otherwise so fully employed that we have not as yet been able to 
give these reports of the express companies that thorough examination 
which is desirable. 



At the last regular session of the Legislature an Emergency Act was 
passed, which Act was approved April 5, 1897, and is printed on page 51 
of the Acts of that session. This law has been of great benefit to the 
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people and railroads of this State, and under it we have from time to 
time put in emergency tariffs, some of them upon application of Texas 
railway companies, and some upon the application of citizens whose in- 
terests and industries were being injuriously affected by the rate wars. 
This Act, however, requires three days notice before the emergency rates 
can be promulgated, so that often the rate war is in effect many days 
before it is made known to the Commission. The act should b^ amended 
so as to allow the emergency rate to be promulgated and go into effect at 
once. These emergency rates are of short life, and are always revoked 
by the Commission as soon as the cut rates are withdrawn by the inter- 
state lines. 

The Eevised Statutes, Arts. 4535, 4536 and 4537 should be amended 
so as to compel railway companies to receive for transportation from 
steamships, and other water craft, freights upon the same terms and 
conditions as they receive them from other shippers. There has been 
more or less friction between railway companies and steamship lines, de- 
livering freights at Texas ports destined to interior points. It is not 
unfrequently the case that railway companies refuse to receive and 
transport such shipments from one line or vessel- unless their freight rate 
is prepaid, while the general rule is applied to other ship lines or vessels 
of receiving and transporting the freight so offered to them without such 
prepayment. 

In a case at Corpus Christi, the S. A. & A. P. Ry. Co. required the 
prepayment on shipments coming to it from the steamer when it did 
not require prepayment on similar shipments delivered to it by other 
shippers at Corpus Christi. We took the position that this order of the 
S. A. & A. P. Ey. Co. was a discrimination against one class of shippers 
and in favor of another class, the object of which seemed to be to drive 
out competition. The Commission insisted upon a revocation of the 
order and it was done. 

The same question has arisen at Galveston, where the object seems 
to be to drive the Lone Star Ship line from the Gulf. It* is contended 
that the Revised Statutes, Arts. 4535, 4536, 4537 and 4539 cannot apply 
to steamship lines, or other vessels. We therefore recommend that the 
Legislature make the necessary amendment to those articles of the Stat- 
utes so as to apply to steamships and all water craft. It may also be 
contended that no law of the State could affect the question or prevent 
the railroads from enforcing such a discriminating order if they applied 
it only to interstate shipments. We do not concur in this view, but 
whether that be true or not the amendments should be made so that the 
Commission could at least prevent such discriminations on the rivers 
and other inland waterways in this State, where the shipment is en- 
tirely within the State. 

A proper and thorough investigation of many questions that arise in 
the discharge of the duties of this Commission often requires us to send 
out expert accountants, engineers, clerks and Commissioners to distant 
parts of the State, at considerable expense. The Revised Statutes, Art. 
4561, provides that the Commission "may hold sessions at any place in 
this State when deemed necessary to facilitate the discharge of their 
duties." The same article provides that they shall receive necessary trav- 
eling expenses, which shall include the cost only of transportation. 
These employes and Commissioners are often kept in the field away 
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from their homes for weeks at a time, and by means of such investiga- 
tions wq have been enabled to gather the evidence upon which suits were 
brought by the Attorney General by which $67,500.00 has already been 
put in the treasury of the State. The law ought to be so amended as to 
allow the Legislature to make all appropriations necessary to defray such 
expenses. 

Frequent complaints have been made by persons who ship fruit and 
other products to market by express, that the agents of express and rail- 
road companies enter into competition with them, and by reason of in- 
formation obtained as such agents, of the business relation existing be- 
tween shipper and customer, and the place of business of the customer 
being supplied, is enabled to and often does deprive the shipper of his 
customer. It is charged that this is done in three ways : 

1. By underbilling his own shipment so as to reach the market at less 
cost. 

2. By underselling in the same market. 

3. By delaying shipments tendered until the agent could first reach 
the market with his own shipment. 

'These complaints are usually made in cases of interstate shipments, 
and while there is no doubt of the competition charged, we have no posi- 
tive proof of the underbilling and delaying of shipments by such agents 
for the purposes charged, but we believe there are some grounds for the 
complaints. Nor have we yet ascertained to what extent, if any, the cor- 
porations are participating in these wrongs. We understand that a cor- 
poration can legally engage in no business except that for which it is 
chartered, and we suggest that necessary laws be enacted to prevent such 
agents from engaging in such competition on express and railroad lines 
upon which they are employed. 



We call special attention to table No. 22, Appendix H, of this report. 
It gives in parallel columns the amount of stock and bonds per mile, 
the Commission's valuation per mile, and the average valuation per mile 
at which each of said forty-eight roads is assessed for taxation by county 
officials in this State. This table not only shows great inequality in the 
ad valorem tax paid by these roads, when compared with each other, but 
in some cases shows gross undervaluation by which the State and counties 
are wronged out of their just dues. Compare, for instance, the following 
roads :

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The Houston & Texas Central one of the best paying roads in Texas, 
and the aggregate value thereof, a& made by tne Commission, is $9,588,- 
903.28, wniie the San Antonio & Aransas Pass Railway is comparatively 
a poor paying property, and the Commission valued it at $8,677,698.37, 
and yet the San Antonio & Aransas Pass road is assessed at $5,291,- 
146.00, while the Houston & Texas Central road is assessed at only $4,- 
977,580.00, or $313,566.00 less than the S. A. & A. P. By. The dispar- 
ity of values is still greater when we see that the income from operation 
of the San Antonio & Aransas Pass Railway for the past year was only 
$512,712.97 net, while that of the Houston & Texas Central Railroad 
was $1,018,329.04 net, being nearly double that of the S. A. & A. P. Ry. 

Last year the Galveston, Houston &, Henderson Railroad Company 
hail earnings sufficient to pay all operating expenses and taxes and in- 
terest on $40,000.00 of bonds to the mile of its road, and to put $29,- 
282.30 in permanent improvements, and to still have a surplus left out 
of the year's earnings of $33,091.33. While the gross earnings of the 
Southern Kansas Railway of Texas were insufficient by 46,154.22 to de- 
fray even its operating expenses, and yet it is assessed for taxes at 
$126.24 per mile more than the splendid property of the Galveston, 
Houston & Henderson Railroad. 

The Texas Central Railroad runs from Ross to Albany, and last year 
it paid a dividend of three per cent, on its preferred stock, interest on 
its bonds and operating expenses, out of its net earnings for the year, 
and had $24,882.21 left. The Tyler Southeastern Railway, valued by 
this Commission at $3,024.01 less than the Texas Central Railway, is, 
owing to its unfavorable location, almost worthless, and is assessed at 
$1,550.28 per mile more than the Texas Central Railroad is assessed. 

These references are sufficient to call attention to the great inequali- 
ties of taxation under the present system, or rather want of system. It 
has beon frequently suggested to the Commission that the law should 
be so amended as to require the assessments to be made by this Commis- 
sion, or upon such equitable valuations as may be prescribed by the Com- 
mission for taxation. This would add much to the labors of this Com- 
mission, and would require additional appropriation to enable the Com- 
mission to employ some additional force. We by no means desire this 
additional labor, but much of the evidence required to enable a board 
to properly assess the roads is collected from time to time by this office 
while in the discharge of other duties. 

It may be that, to authorize this Commission or other board to make 
the assessment of railroad property, Section 8, Article 8, of the Con- 
stitution would have to be amended before uniform taxation could be 
had. This Commission has heretofore and is still ready to furnish 
county officials such information as it has to enable them to properly per- 
form this duty, but no act of ours, as the law now stands, can secure uni- 
formity or prevent inequalities in taxing such property. 



In most of our annual reports we have urged the enactment of a law 
prohibiting the allowance of free passes by the railroad companies of 
this State, except as to the employes of such roads, whose names are 
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shown as such employes on the books of the companies. Among the 
reasons for this recommendation are: 

1. The fact that in the giving of such passes, if the revenue of the 
roads is to be preserved, it is an unjust tax on one part of the people to 
make up the revenue lost by giving free passes to another part of them. 
And this unjust discrimination is the more reprehensible because, for 
the most part, such passes are given to persons able to pay for their 
transportation, and denied to the poor and needy. 

2. They are, for the most part, excepting those given to the employes 
of the railroads, given to official persons, presumably for the purpose 
of influencing their official conduct. And this is made manifest by the 
fact that they are not given to such persons except while they hold offi- 
cial positions. 

3. If a railroad refuses to give free passes to a merchant, his travel- 
ing agents and his family, in order to secure the transportation of his 
merchandise, this would be an unjust discrimination against other mer- 
chants not receiving like favors, and it may be done in such a manner as 
to avoid the penalties of the law. And besides that, other citizens not 
enjoying such favors have to pay rates to make up the amount lost by 
the road on such free passes. 

In the Fourth Annual Keport of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, page 30, it is said : 

"If the carrier habitually carry a great number of people free, its 
regular rates are made the higher to cover the cost/' 

And on the same page of that report it is said that : 

"No evidence can be more conclusive that the carrier is, by his regular 
rate sheets, charging something more than the reasonable prices for his 
service, than the fact that either openly or secretly he violates the law to 
accept from favored classes, or from individuals, a less compensation, or 
that he pays large sums for procuring' business at the rates named, or 
that he so manages his business that parties who have no legitimate con- 
nection with it are enabled to prey on it, and thus indirectly prey on his 
patrons. " 

4. The giving of free transportation to persons, as well as to property, 
would indicate that the regular published rates are higher than they 
ought to be, otherwise the reductions should not be made. Or else, if 
this is not the case, the sacrifice of revenue of the roads, in this way, could 
only be accounted for on the ground that some ulterior purpose was to be 
accomplished, by means of this sacrifice, not justified by law or reason. 
It would seem that this Commission would be justified, in reason and 
fairness, if it should reduce the freight rates, and thereby the revenue of 
the roads, by an amount equal to the amount of revenue sacrificed by the 
giving of free passes. 

So far this Commission has not been able to obtain information which 
would show the amount of revenue lost by the railroad companies by the 
allowance of free passes. But we have information which shows that 
the amount so lost must have, in a marked degree, reduced their revenues. 
We have reports from twenty-nine of the railroads of this State, for the 
year which ended June 30, 1898. These reports show that in the aggre- 
gate the number of passes, annual, time and trip, issued by them during 
that year, was 179,478. Many of these, however, were given to the em- 
ployes of the roads. 
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Justice and fairness and the public interests require that the practice 
of issuing free passes should be prohibited by law, with such exceptions as 
may be found necessary. 



The proceedings in the pending suits, ,to enjoin the freight rates put 
into effect by this Commission, have drawn special attention to the im- 
portance of fixing p. basis for the valuation of the property of the rail- 
road companies. No court, so far as we know, has attempted to deter- 
mine what would be an intelligible and reliable basis for such valuation. 
And no railroad commission, or other tribunal having authority, has at- 
tempted to determine what would be such an intelligible and reliable basis 
for their valuation-, so far as we know, except the Railroad Commission 
of Texas. 

The eleventh section of the Act of the Legislature, approved April 3, 
1891, to "establish a Railroad Commission for the State of Texas/' etc., 
makes it the duty of this Commission, among other things, to "ascertain 
as early as practicable the amount of money expended in the construc- 
tion and equipment per mile of every railway in Texas, the amount of 
money expended to procure the right-of-way, the amount of money it 
would require to reconstruct the roadbed, track, depots and transpor- 
tation, and to replace all the physical properties belonging to the rail- 



And the third section of the Act of the Legislature, approved April 8, 
1893, providing for the regulation of the issuance of the stock and bonds 
of railroads, provides "That it shall be the duty of the Railroad Commis- 
sion to ascertain, and in writing report to the Secretary of State, the 
value of each railroad in this State, including all its franchises, appur- 
tenances and property. ,, 

Pursuant to the requirements of these provisions of law, this Commis- 
sion adopted the following plan for the ascertainment of the value of the 
railroads of Texas, their franchises and property. Under the law, the 
railroad companies are each required to furnish a profile of its road. 
These profiles show the amount of cuts and fills necessary to attain the 
proper grade of the roadbed, and they also show the number and charac- 
ter of bridges and culverts, and the amount of trestling for the road. 
Before proceeding with the work of valuation, this Commission requires 
its own engineer to examine and verify the correctness of this profile, 
if one has been furnished to the Commission. If none has been fur- 
nished, our practice has been to require our engineer, in association with 
the engineer of the railroad company, to make the requisite profile. 
With this basis, we collect and place in our files the evidence upon which 
we determine the cost of grading, and of bridges, culverts, trestle work, 
terminal facilities, and of all other structures which the profile shows to 
be necessary. In like manner we collect and place in our files the evidence 
of the cost of cross ties, or iron or steel rails and fixtures as called for in 
the plan of the road submitted to us ; the cost of laying down the cross 
ties and layinqr the rails and surfacing of the road. In like manner we 
proceed to collect and place in our fil^s the evidence of the value of en- 
gines, cars of all kinds, and of everv other item which enters into the con- 
struction, rolling stock and equipment of a railroad. Where there were 
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conflicting statements as to the value of any particular thing, we make 
our valuation a Kttle higher than the average of the statements so made. 

Having, thus ascertained the cost of construction, in order to avoid the 
possibility of injustice to the railroads, we have made, in each case, an 
arbitrary allowance of about six per cent, of the ascertained value of the 
road, to meet the expense of charter fees, engineering service, and fees 
of counsel. And in each case we adopted a second arbitrary allowance, 
on the ascertained value of the road, of about six per cent, to cover the 
interest on the money invested in the construction of the road. The re- 
sult of this is sho\?n in our appended statistical table No. 11, of Appendix 
H, to this report. 

The Eailroad Commission adopted the foregoing as the best plan 
which occurred to it, of complying with the requirement that it should 
ascertain and fix the value of the railroads of Texas, and we hazard the 
expression of our belief that there is not a road which has been valued by 
this Commission but that could be duplicated for less than our valuation. 
Our system of valuation has at least the advantage of being made on an 
intelligible basis, determined by known facts, and not dependent on 
vague speculation. 

As we understand the expressions of the Supreme Court of the United 
States, it holds that the railroads are only entitled to remuneration on the 
value of their property. There could be no other just conclusion. But 
the question is still open as to how the value of their property is to be as- 
certained. We submit our views on this question, which we recognize as 
a very important one. This is antagonized in the bills filed by the trust 
companies, and in the cross-bills filed by the railroad companies, in the 
injunction suits now pending, by the claim made by them that they are 
entitled to revenues, from the operations of their roads, which will enable 
them to pay for the management and repairs of their roads, to pay inter- 
est on their bonded indebtedness, and a just interest on the stock of the 
roads. And they go beyond this and demand rates which will enable them 
to make many millions of dollars worth of contemplated improvements 
on their road not yet begun. Let us illustrate the effect of this position 
by calling attention to the case of the Houston & Texas Central Rail- 
road. The length of that road, including its Austin branch, is 452 miles. 
It has outstanding, stock and bonds, $25,442,000 — $56,219 per mile. 
It is valued by the Railroad Commission at $9,588,903.23, being $21,186 
per mile; and this railroad property was rendered for taxation by the 
company at $10,749 per mile. The question is, does justice and fair- 
dealing make it right that people should pay an annual tax to meet the 
interest and dividends on $25,442,000, or should thev pay interest on the 
value of the property, $9,588,903 ? 

For further illustration of this point, a few years back Poor's Railroad 
Manual, which is certainly not unfriendly to the railroads, stated the 
amount of the stock and bonds of the railroads of the United States to be 
about $11,000,000,000, and that of this sum more than $4,000,000,000 
was fraudulent. From the opinion of the Supreme Court of the United 
States in the Nebraska case, and from expression made by that court in 
other cases, it is manifest that that great tribunal does not mean to sanc- 
tion a policy which would put an annual tax on the people to pay interest 
and dividends on the four billions of fraudulent stock and bonds above

referred to, or on the excess of stock and bonds over the value of the 
Houston & Texas Central Kailroad. 

That it may be understood whether the Kailroad Commission has 
acted fairly and justly towards the railroads of Texas, we make the fol- 
lowing statements, based on the sworn reports of the officers of the rail- 
roads. The net earnings from operation of the railroads of Texas, for 
the year ended June 30, 1896, was $7,271,546.73 ; for the year ended 
June 30, 1897, it was $8,166,288.35, being an increase over the former 
year of $894,741.12; and for the year ended June 30, 1898, it was 
$10,586,290.12, showing an increase of $2,536,102.02. 

Taking the year 1896 as a basis, the increase of net earnings for the two 
succeeding years was in the aggregate $4,325,585.66. The percentage of 
the net earnings of the railroads of Texas, upon their value as fixed by 
the Commission for the year 1896, was 5.07 ; for the year 1897, 5.69 per 
cent., and for the year 1898, it was 7.49 per cent. ; this upon the aggre- 
gate of all the roads, some earning more and some less than these aver- 
ages. 

And to still further illustrate this view, the freight rate established by 
this Commission on cotton, and which we have been enjoined from en- 
forcing, is for our maximum mileage distance, 165 miles, 54 cents on the 
100 pounds, and after reaching that distance the rates on the greater 
distances are no more. The official reports of the Kailroad Commissions 
of the States of Georgia and North Carolina for this year show that their 
standard rates per 100 pounds on cotton for that distance is 32 cents, 
and as the distance increases the rates become higher. 

And the suggestion that the value of a railroad should be determined 
by the cost of construction is not less monstrous than that their value 
should be measured by the amount of their fraudulent and overvalued 
stock and bonds. On account of the increased facilities for their con- 
struction, and because of the great reduction in the cost of material and 
labor within the last twenty or thirty years, a railroad, if built with 
money and not with bonds sold at a ruinous discount, can be built prob- 
ably for one-third of what it would have cost to build it thirty years ago. 
To make this view plain, let us suppose that a tenant leased a farm ten 
or twenty years ago at a rental of $1,000 a year, and that on account of 
the reduced value of farm products its rental is not now worth $500 a 
year, should he still be required to pay a rental of $1,000 a year? If not, 
is it not because the reait of the premises is no longer worth that sum? 
Is there any reason why, when the property of a railroad has been reduced 
in value like other property, the revenue derived from its property should 
not be correspondingly decreased ? Is it to be assumed that the property 
in railroads should stand upon higher and different ground than all other 
property? And that the State must insure to them interest and divi- 
dends on the amount of their original investment, fraud and all, while 
all other property is forced to accept the general decline in prices? 
Surely no just government or court would wish to enforce such a policy. 
The general fall of prices has been so great and is so notorious as to 
render illustration of this view unnecessary. 

The fact that some of the railroads of this State do not yield as much 
net revenue as is desirable is readily accounted for, and arises from causes 
which neither the railroad companies nor this Commission can control 
until the population and business on them increases. The territorial 
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extent of Texas is very great, and in much of it the population is sparce 
and the movement of merchandise limited. We have less than ten thou- 
sand miles of railroad in this State, and some of the railroads pass 
through parts of the country in which the carriage of merchandise is 
so limited that they cannot for the present be made paying roads without 
making freight rates so high as to cause the people on them to adopt 
other means of transportation than by rail. And the revenue of the Texas 
roads is largely derived from the carriage of merchandise from the inte- 
rior and distant parts of the State to and from the cities of Houston and 
Galveston ; and the roads doing this business parallel each other and di- 
vide the business to such an extent as to greatly limit and reduce their 
earnings. Take, for instance, the Houston & Texas Central, the Missouri,. 
Kansas & Texas of Texas, and the Gulf, Colorado & Santa Fe Railroads, 
running from north to south through the State. They so divide between 
them the business as to render it impracticable for all of them to earn 
enough to make them good paying roads, with the present amount of 
population aud business on them. And these are also, to a considerable 
extent, paralleled by the San Antonio & Aransas Pass road, as is seen by 
reference to the map of the State. So the Galveston, Harrisburg & San 
Antonio and the San Antonio & Aransas Pass Railroads distinctly par- 
allel each other and divide the business between the cities of San Antonio 
and Houston and Galveston. And these are, to a considerable extent, 
paralleled by the Missouri, Kansas & Texas Railroad. The former of 
these roads, on account of the limited amount of business on them, be- 
ing the older road, and having more extensive terminal connections than 
the latter, has made the earnings of the latter less remunerative than is 
desirable, without making rates too excessive to be borne. Surely, this 
is not the fault of the Railroad Commission, nor is it in the power of 
this Commission to overcome this difficulty until the population and. bus- 
iness dependent on these roads shall be increased. We might enumerate 
several of the less important roads in this State, built doubtless as feed- 
ers to other roads, or to occupy the territory in advance of other roads, 
which cannot, by the united efforts of those who manage them and this 
Commission, be made paying roads. These facts, and not any unfriendly 
action of this Commission, accounts for any apparent deficiency of earn- 
ings on a number of the railroads in this State, and surely cannot justify 
the enjoining of this Commission from making and enforcing the observ- 
ance of reasonable freight rates on the railroads of this State. 

In this connection, we deem it proper to say that any assumption that 
this Commission is influenced in its action by hostility to the interests of 
the railroad corporations is a serious wrong done to it. We know, and act 
on that knowledge, that the inter-dependence of the producers and con- 
sumers of merchandise, and the public carriers of it, is such that any 
policy which would injuriously affect the one would in a like ratio affect 
the other, and while it is and has been our purpose to protect the public 
against undue exaction and unlawful discriminations by the railroads, it 
is and has been equally our purpose to adopt and maintain such a policy 
as would secure to the railroads sufficient revenue to pay for their man- 
agement and repairs, and to pay a just interest on the value of their prop- 
erty. 

In the face of these facts, a judge of the Circuit Court of the United 
States has been found who by his orders arrests the business of a depart- 
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ment of the State government, whose action affects directly millions of 
dollars worth of property, and the industries of the State generally, in a 
much larger degree than any other department of the S^ate government, 
and enjoins it from enforcing the freight rates adopted by it on nine of 
the principal railroads of the State.

Section 4. General Instructions. 

1. The rates of this tariff, except in cases where they are specified, shall be 
determined by the mileage of practicable routes of railroad between shipping 
points and destination. Two or more such routes being in operation between 
shipping point and destination, the lowest rates obtainable by using the mileage 
of any such routes, under specifications of this tariff, shall govern. 

Note. — As the Revised Statutes of Texas, articles 4251, 4252 and 4255, requires 
railway companies to receive freights and passengers from other railway com- 
panies at all places where they may cross the line of any other railway, and trans- 
port the same to destination, or to the next connecting or cross line in the direc- 
tion of destination, it shall be understood that the route over such lines is a prac- 
tical route, whether there are switch connections between the roads or not, unless 
such cross roads are of different gauge so that track connections could not be put 
in so as to shift cars from one road to the other. This ruling does not apply at 
points where roads are near to, but do not cross or otherwise connect with each 
other. (Circular No. 150.) 

2. The rates between two given points shall not exceed the sums of the rates 
applying between such given points and a point intermediate.

This tariff shall supersede and cancel all tariffs of class rates now in force and 
operative between stations on railroads in Texas, save and except such class rates 
as have been recognized as necessary to meet existing wagon competition. 

Special tariffs on merchandise between Dallas and Garland, between Temple 
and Belton, and between El Paso and San Elizario, made on account of wagon com- 
petition and in force prior to the issuance of this tariff, have been canceled by 
authorities 25 and 27 to Missouri, Kansas and Texas Railway of Texas, and by 
Circular No. 290. 

5. Commodity tariffs heretofore issued by the Railroad Commission of Texas, 
and now in force, and tariffs providing rates on commodities otherwise adopted or 
approved by the Commission, shall remain in force and effect, subject to future 
action of the Commission. 

6. Minimum Charge. — The minimum charge for the transportation of any ship- 
ment, however small, shall be the amount of its class rate for 100 pounds, with a 
further minimum of 25 cents for the shipment. Should such small shipment con- 
tain articles of two or more classes the higher class rate shall govern. (Circular 
No. 144.) 

Special. 

For convenience, the term "common point territory" is adopted to designate that 
portion of Texas lying east of and including points on a line drawn through 
Quanah, on the Fort Worth and Denver City Railway; Abilene, on the Texas and 
Pacific Railway; Coleman and Coleman Junction, on the Gulf, Colorado and Santa 
Fe Railway; Llano, on the Austin and Northwestern Railroad; San Antonio, on 
the Galveston, Harrisburg and San Antonio Railway, and the San Antonio and 
Aransas Pass Railway ; Devine, on the International and Great Northern Railroad, 
and Skidmore and Corpus Christi, on San Antonio and Aransas Pass Railway. 
(Circular No. 430.)

Galveston common point rates 



The term "differential territory" will be used to designate the remaining por- 
tion of the State, in which the differential rates prescribe4 in section 3 of the 
tariff, exceptions 1 to 9, inclusive, are applicable. 

To prevent confusion, the following rulings have been adopted to govern the 
application of said differential rates: 

1. The tariff provides that the differential rate shall be available for shipments 
transported distances exceeding 200 miles; therefore, when shipments are trans- 
ported 200 miles or less the differential rates shall not be available. 

2. The rates for shipments transported distances exceeding 200 miles, all of 
which consists of line in differential territory, or portion of which less than 200 
miles consists of line in common point territory, shall be made by employing the 
differential rates for the portions of such distances actually in excess of 200 miles. 

3. The rates for shipments transported distances exceeding 200 miles, of which 
200 miles or more consists of line in common point territory, shall be made by 
employing the differential rates for the portions of the lines in differential terri- 
tory actually traversed by the shipments. (Circular No. 144.)

Section 3. Rules and Regulations. 

First. A shipper desiring his cotton to be delivered at destination uncom- 
pressed, shall give to the railroad company notice of such desire by inserting in his 
bills of lading the notation "to go through uncompressed," or other plain words 
of similar import, and it shall be the duty of the railroad company accepting such 
shipment to make delivery at destination accordingly. 

Second. A shipper desiring his cotton delivered at destination compressed 
shall, when no compress is in operation at shipping point, give to the railroad 
company notice of such desire by inserting in his bills of lading the notation "to 
be compressed in transit," and it shall be the duty of the railroad company accept- 
ing the shipment to comply with such instruction if there is an accessible com- 
press at a station directly intermediate between shipping point and destination. 

Third. Railroad companies shall assume the cost of compressing cotton which 
is to be delivered at 'destination compressed, only on the following conditions: 

1. Cotton shall be compressed at shipping point when an accessible compress 
is in operation at such point. 

2. When no compress is in operation at shipping point, the cotton shall be 
compressed tit a station directly intermediate between snipping point and destina- 
tion and distant seventy miles or more from such destination. Compresses being 
in operation at two or more stations directly intermediate between shipping point 
and destination, the compress nearest to shipping point shall be selected to com- 
press such cotton. 

3. The amount of the cost of compressing assumed by railroad companies shall 
not exceed ten (10) cents per 100 pounds out of rates that are not less than 40 
cents per 100 pounds between stations subject to rates prescribed in table of rates, 
section 1 of this tariff, nor less than 40 cents per 100 pounds to Houston from 
points specified in exceptions, section 2 of this tariff. When the rates between 
such stations are less than 40 cents per 100 pounds, the railroad companies shall 
assume only so much of the cost of compressing as will make the aggregate of such 
cost and the current freight rate not to exceed 40 cents per 100 pounds. (Circular 
No. 487.) 

Fourth. For the purpose of cencentration, cotton may be shipped at full tariff 
rates to compress stations distant from all points on the gulf coast 100 miles or 
more of railroad mileage, with the following adjustment of freight* charges before 
and after such concentration; provided, that there shall be no compress in opera- 
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tion at original shipping point or at a station intermediate between such point 
and the point at which it is desired to concentrate : 

1. Each railroad company shall refund only its own charges for the service of 
concentrating at points on its own line. 

2. The entire charge for concentration shall be refunded when the point of con- 
centration is directly intermediate between shipping point and final destination as 
reached by the line on which such cotton originates and the rates from original 
shipping point and concentrating point to such destination are the same. When 
the rate from shipping point is greater than that from concentrating point to final 
destination, so much of the charge for the service of concentrating shall be re- 
tained by the railroad companies as will, when added to the rate from concentrat- 
ing point to final destination, make up and maintain the amount of the current 
rate from shipping point to destination. 

3. When the concentrating point is not in the direction of final destination, as 
reached by or over the line upon which the cotton originates, such line, on receiv- 
ing the cotton for reshipment, shall refund an amount sufficient to make the fol- 
lowing charges per bale over and above the current rate from concentrating point 
to final destination: For distances of 50 miles or less, 25 cents; 75 miles and over 
50 miles, 35 cents; 100 miles and over 75 miles, 50 cents. Cotton concentrated out 
of the direction of final destination, for distances exceeding 100 miles, shall be sub- 
ject to full tariff rates without subsequent adjustment, as herein provided for other 
listances. 

Fifth. Cotton which is to be delivered in compressed condition at destination 
shall be so compressed that the density of each bale at destination will be not less 
than 22 £ pounds per foot, cubic measurement. 

Sixth. W 7 hen a railroad company receives uncompressed cotton which is to be 
delivered in compressed condition at destination, said railroad company shall re- 
quire of the compress company entitled under these rules to perform the work, a 
written guarantee, with good and sufficient sureties, to reimburse said railroad 
company and the company delivering the cotton at destination the expense which 
either of said companies may incur by being required to have said cotton recom- 
pressed, or by having to bear the cost of such recompression, in case the first com- 
pression is found to be defective and so declared by competent inspectors. Said 
guarantee to be so framed as to enure to the benefit of the receiving and delivering 
companies. (Circular No. 177.) 

Seventh. In case a compress company shall fail or refuse to execute said guar- 
antee, it shall then be the duty of the railroad company transporting such cotton 
to deliver the same for compression to the next nearest compress located in the 
direct route to destination, which will perform the work under the required guar- 
antee; provided, that other requirements with regard to compressing in transit, 
as set forth in paragraphs 2 and 3 of third rule above, shall be complied with in 
all instances. 

Eighth. To establish through a railroad company the responsibility of a com- 
press company for defective compressing, the shipment of cotton involved shall be 
inspected within four days after its arrival at the point where such matter is to 
be decided, and a copy of the certificate or report of the condemnation, embracing 
a detailed account of the result of the inspection, shall, immediately after its 
completion, be forwarded to this Commission by the agent of the railrofcd company. 

Ninth. When a railroad company receives compressed cotton for shipment, the 
bills of lading issued for such cotton must be made to bear notations relieving said 
railroad company of any obligation to require or enforce a guarantee of the work 
performed by the compress company; but this provision is not intended to relieve 
the compress company from liability to the shipper or owner of the cotton for the 
cost of recompressing when that shall be found to be necessary. 



1. The Texas Central and Waco and Northwestern Railroad Companies are au- 
thorized to operate jointly in the adjustment of charges for concentrating cotton 
from stations on the Texas Central Railroad north of Oliver. 

2. The Gulf, Colorado and Santa Fe Railway Company is authorized to con- 
centrate cotton at any point on its line on the terms and conditions prescribed in 
fourth rule above ; provided, that paragraphs 1 and 2 of third rule, as to the com- 
pression of cotton, shall be observed in the movement of cotton to points of con- 
centration; and provided further, that shippers shall assume the expense of the 
second unloading and reloading. 
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3. The Houston and Texas Central Railroad Company is authorized to concen- 
trate, at Hearne, compressed cotton originating at points north, on the terms and 
conditions prescribed in fourth rule; provided, that paragraphs 1 and 2 of third 
rule, as to the compression of cotton, shall be observed in the movement of cotton 
to point of concentration; and provided further, that shippers shall assume the 
expense of the second unloading and reloading. (Circular No. 473.) 

4. The Texas Central Railroad and the Missouri, Kansas and Texas Railway of 
Texas are authorized to operate jointly in the adjustment of charges for concen- 
trating at Waco cotton from points on the Texas Central Railroad north of Ross. 
(Circular No. 484.) 

5. The Gulf, Colorado and Santa Fe Railway Company is authorized to refund 
the entire charge for concentrating at Paris, from stations south, cotton which is 
subsequently shipped over its line from Paris at the rates applying from Paris to 
final destination; provided, that such cotton shall not be shipped in an uncom- 
pressed condition from or through a compress point on its way to Paris. (Circu- 
lar No. 490.) 

6. The International and Great Northern Railroad Company is authorized to 
refund the entire charge for concentrating at Palestine cotton originating at 
Crockett and intermediate points, which is subsequently shipped south from Pales- 
tine, at the rates applying from Palestine to final destination. (Circular No. 



7. The Houston and Texas Central Railroad Company is authorized to com- 
press at Bryan cotton shipped from Wellborn at the rates applying from Wellborn 
and destined to points south of Wellborn; that company to make no additional 
charge for the service between Wellborn and Bryan ; and to assume so much of the 
cost of compressing as is permitted by the provisions of rule 3 in section 3 of the 
tariff. (Circular No. 490.) 

8. The Galveston, Harrisburg and San Antonio Railway Company is authorized 
to compress at Schulenburg cotton shipped from Weimar at the rates applying 
from Weimar and destined to points east of Weimar, and to compress at La 
Grange cotton shipped from Ellinger at the rates applying from Ellinger and des- 
tined to points east of Ellinger ; that company to make no additional charge for 
the service of transportation between Weimar and Schulenburg and between El- 
linger and La Grange, and to assume so much of the cost of compressing as is 
permitted by the provisions of rule 3 in section 3 of the tariff. ( Circular No. 490. ) 

9. The Wichita Valley and Fort Worth and Denver City Railways are author- 
ized to operate jointly in the adjustment of charges for concentrating, at Bowie, 
cotton from points on the Wichita Valley Railway. (Circular No. 495.) 

10. The Galveston, Harrisburg and San Antonio Railway Company is author- 
ized to concentrate, at Seguin, cotton from Marion, Cibolo Pit and Cibolo Valley, 
on the terms and conditions prescribed for concentration at compress points. 
(Circular No. 495.) 

11. The Chicago, Rock Island and Texas Railway Company is authorized to 
refund the entire charge for concentrating at Bowie, from stations south, cotton 
which is subsequently shipped south from Bowie at the rates applying from Bowie 
to final destination; provided, that such cotton shall not be shipped in an uncom- 
pressed condition from or through a compress point in route to Bowie. (Circular 
No. 498.) 

12. The Sherman, Shreveport and Southern Railway Company is authorized 
to refund the entire charge for concentrating at McKinney, from stations east, 
cotton which is subsequently shipped over its line from McKinney at the rates 
applying from McKinney to final destination ; provided, that such cotton shall not 
be snipped in an uncompressed condition from or through a compress point in 
route to McKinney. (Circular No. 499.) 

13. The Houston and Texas Central Railroad Company is authorized to con- 
centrate at Waxahachie cotton originating at Lancaster without making charge 
for the back haul from Waxahachie to Garrett; provided, that such cotton shall 
not be shipped in an uncompressed condition through a compress point in route to 
Waxahachie. (Circular No. 499.) 

14. The International and Great Northern Railroad is authorized to refund 
the entire charge for concentrating at Tyler, cotton from Troupe and intermediate 
points which is subsequently shipped south from Tyler at the rates applying from 
Tyler to final destination. 

The International and Great Northern Railroad Company is also authorized to 
adjust the charges for concentrating at Hearne, cotton originating at Elliott and 
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Franklin, which is subsequently shipped from Hearne to destination through 
Elliott and Franklin at the rates applying from Hearne, by refunding the charges 
made for concentrating, less the difference between the rate from Hearne and that 
from Elliott to final destination in one case, and less the difference between the 
rate from Hearne, and that from Franklin to final destination in the other case; 
should the rate from Hearne and that from either point of origin to final destina- 
tion be the same, then the International and Great Northern Railroad shall re- 
fund the entire charge for concentrating. (Circular No. 502.) 

15. The Texas and Pacific Railway Company is authorized to refund the entire 
charge for concentrating, at Honey Grove, cotton from Brooks ton, High and Petty, 
•vhich is subsequently shipped from Honey Grove over its line at the rates apply- 
ing from Honey Grove to final destination. (Circular No. 505.) 

16. The Texas Midland Railroad is authorized to refund the entire charge for 
concentrating, at Paris, cotton from points south which is subsequently shipped 
south over its line, at the rates applying from Paris, to final destination; pro- 
vided, that such cotton shall not be shipped in an uncompressed condition from or 
through a compress point in route to Paris. (Circular No. 505.) 

17. The International and Great Northern Railroad Company is authorized to 
adjust the charges for concentrating at Hearne cotton originating at Englewood, 
Oakwoods and intermediate stations on its line, which is subsequently shipped 
from Hearne to destination through those stations, by refunding the charges made 
for concentrating less the difference between the rates applying from Hearne and 
those applying from original shipping points to final destination, irrespective of 
the provisions set forth in paragraph 3 of fourth rule, section 3 of the tariff. 
(Circular No. 523.) 

18. The International and Great Northern Railroad Company is authorized to 
refund the entire charge for concentrating, at Austin, cotton from Georgetown and 
intermediate points, which is subsequently shipped from Austin via the Interna- 
tional and Great Northern Railroad, at the rates applying from Austin to final 
destination. 

The International and Great Northern Railroad Company is also authorized 
to compress at Austin, cotton originating at Georgetown and intermediate points, 
and shipped on through bills of lading from such points to final destination. 
(Circulars Nos. 553, 566 and 567.) 

19. The International and Great Northern Railroad Company is authorized to 
concentrate, at Hearne, compressed cotton originating at Taylor and intermediate 
points, on the terms and conditions prescribed in fourth rule ; provided, that para- 
graphs 1 and 2 of third rule, as to the compression of cotton, shall be observed in 
the movement of cotton to point of concentration ; and provided further, that ship- 
pers shall assume the expense of the second unloading and reloading. (Circular 
No. 555.) 

20. The Missouri, Kansas and Texas Railway Company of Texas is authorized 
to compress, at La Grange, cotton shipped from stations east at the rates applying 
from such stations and destined to points east of point of origin, without making 
any charge for the back haul, and to assume so much of the cost of compressing 
as is permitted by the provisions of rule 3 in section 3 of the tariff. (Circular 
No. 561.) 

21. The St. Louis Southwestern Railway Company of Texas is authorized to 
refund the entire charge for concentrating vat Dallas, Fort Worth and Sherman, 
cotton from points north distant forty-five irfes and less, which is subsequently 
reshipped via the St. Louis Southwestern Railway of Texas at the rates applying 
from the point of concentration. (Circular No. 703.) 

22. The Houston and Texas Central Railroad Company is authorized to refund 
the entire charge for concentrating at Waco, cotton from Marlin and intermediate 
points, which is subsequently shipped from Waco via the Houston and Texas Cen- 
tral Railroad at the rates applying from Waco to final destination. (Circular 
No. 703.) 

23. The International and Greaf Northern Railroad Company is hereby au- 
thorized to refund the entire charge for concentrating at Taylor, cotton from 
Thorndale and intermediate points, which is subsequently shipped from Taylor 
via the International and Great Northern Railroad at the rates applying from 
Taylor to final destination. (Circular No. 715.) 

24. The Houston and Texas Central Railroad is authorized to refund the en- 
tire charge for concentrating at Mexia, cotton from Kosse and intermediate 
points, which is subsequently shipped from Mexia via the Houston and Texas 
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Central ^tailroad at the rates applying from Mexia to final destination. ( Circu- 
lar No. 715.) 

25. The Chicago, Rock Island and Texas Railway Company is authorized, when 
requested by shippers to do so, to concentrate at Bowie, free of charge for such 
service, shipments of cotton consigned by any route to final destination in Texas 
on through bills of lading issued at points on its line north of Fort Worth; pro- 
vided, that shipments handled under this authority shall be forwarded from Bowie 
in accordance with the terms of the bills of lading issued at original shipping 
points, without substitution of bales or change of marks, tags or tag numbers. 
But not to apply on interstate or foreign shipments. (Circular No. 718.) 

26. The Houston and Texas Central Railroad Company is authorized to refund 
the entire charge for concentrating, at Sherman, cotton from Van Alstyne and 
intermediate points, which is subsequently shipped from Sherman via the Houston 
and Texas Central Railroad at the rates applying from Sherman to final destina- 
tion. (Circular No. 729.) 

27. The Gulf, Colorado and Santa Fe Railway Company is authorized to waive 
back haul charge on cotton concentrated at Brenham, from stations south to 
Sealy, inclusive, when the cotton is reshipped from Brenham via Galveston at the 
rate applying from Brenham to Galveston, and on shipments from Kinney and 
Phillips one (1) cent per 100 pounds shall be held out in concentration settle- 
ment. (Circular No. 737.) 

The Gulf, Colorado and Santa Fe Railway Company is also authorized to re- 
fund the entire charge for concentrating, at Temple, cotton from Rogers and inter- 
mediate points, which is subsequently shipped south from Temple via the Gulf, 
Colorado and Santa Fe Railway at the rates applying from Temple to final des- 
tination. (Circular No. 737.) 

28. The Houston and Texas Central Railroad Company is authorized to re- 
fund the entire charge for concentrating, at Fort Worth, cotton from Mansfield 
and intermediate points, which is subsequently shipped from Fort Worth via the 
Houston and Texas Central Railroad at the rates applying from Fort Worth to 
final destination. (Circular No. 737.) 

29. The International and Great Northern Railroad is authorized to refund 
the entire charge for concentrating, at Taylor, cotton from San Marcos, which is 
subsequently shipped from Taylor via the International and Great Northern Rail- 
road at the rates applying from Taylor to final destination. (Circular No. 737.) 

30. The Gulf, Colorado and Santa Fe Railway Company is authorized to refund 
the entire charge for concentrating, at Dallas, cotton from Cedar Hill and inter- 
mediate points, which is subsequently shipped from Dallas via the Gulf, Colorado 
and Santa Fe Railway at the rates applying from Dallas to final destination. 
(Circular No. 738.) 

31. . The Gulf, Colorado and Santa Fe Railway Company is authorized to refund 
the entire charge for concentrating, at Sherman, cotton from Celeste and Farmers- 
ville, which is subsequently shipped from Sherman via the Gulf, Colorado and 
Santa Fe Railway at the rates applying from Sherman to final destination. (Cir- 
cular No. 738.) 



Shipments of cotton in bales from point of origin in this State to points outside 
of this State being strictly interstate commerce, are not required to be compressed ; 
but cotton shipped from one point in Texas to other points in Texas for concen- 
tration and classification preparatory to shipment to final destination and to de- 
termine the point of final destination, is held by the Commission to be local ship- 
ments, and subject to all the rules and regulations regarding the compression and 
concentration of cotton, as set forth in section 3 of said tariff No. 1 — B. (Circu- 
lar No. 489.)

Section 3. Rules and. Regulations. 

First. A shipper desiring his cotton to be delivered at destination uncom- 
pressed, shall give to the railroad company notice of such desire by inserting, in 
his bills of lading the notation "to go through uncompressed," or other plain words 
of similar import, and it shall be the duty of the railroad company accepting such 
shipment to make delivery at destination accordingly. 

Second. A shipper desiring his cotton delivered at destination compressed 
shall, when no compress is in operation at shipping point, give to the railroad 
company notice of such desire by inserting in his bills of lading the notation "to 
be compressed in transit," and it shall be the duty of the railroad company accept- 
ing the shipment to comply with such instruction if there be an accessible com- 
press at which such cotton can be compressed under the provisions of this section. 
The railroad companies shall make an allowance of five (5) working days, within 
which the compress companies shall receive, compress and redeliver to the rail- 
road companies, cotton which is to be compressed in transit; but in the event of 
the failure of a compress company to perform all of such work within the time 
thus fixed, it shall be the privilege of the railroad company, upon whose line such 
compress is situated, to report such failure to the Railroad Commission and ask 
exemption from the obligation to place further shipments of "transit" cotton with 
such compress company until it shall be in condition to comply with this require- 
ment. 

Third. Railroad companies shall assume the cost of compressing cotton which 
is to be delivered at destination compressed, only on the following conditions: 

1. Cotton shall be compressed at shipping point when an accessible compress 
is in operation at such point. 

2. When no compress is in operation at shipping point the cotton shall be com- 
pressed at a station directly intermediate between shipping point and destination 
and distant seventy (70) miles or more from such destination. Compresses being 
in operation at two or more stations directly between shipping point and destina- 
tion, the compress nearest to shipping point shall be selected to compress such 
cotton; provided, that cotton to be compressed in transit may, at the option of 
the railroad company and without additional expense to the shipper or owner of 
the cotton, be hauled back to, and compressed at, a compress which is nearer to 
the point of origin than is the first compress in the direct route to destination, if 
such nearer compress be in operation on the line of road upon which such cotton 
originates; and further provided, that when cotton is offered for shipment at a 
junction point of two or more competing lines of railroad, at which no compress 
is in operation, conditioned upon such cotton being compressed at another junc- 
tion point of such competing lines in the direction of final destination, and it is 
possible for one of such competing lines to comply with such condition under the 
foregoing rules, then the other competing lines interested shall have the privilege 
of accepting and transporting such shipment of cotton upon the same condition, 
although it may be necessary for such other lines, in doing so, to haul such cotton 
through intermediate compress points on their lines. This proviso shall not be 
construed as applying on cotton originating at other points between such junc- 
tion points. 

3. The amount of the cost of compressing assumed by railroad companies shall 
not exceed eight {8) cents per 100 pounds out of rates that are hot less than 
thirty- five (35) cents per 100 pounds between stations subject to the rates pre- 
scribed in table of rates, section 1 of this tariff, nor less than thirty-five (35) 
<;ents to Houston from points specified in exceptions, section 2 of this tariff. When 
the rates between such stations are less than thirty-five (35) cents, but greater 
than twenty-seven (27) cents per 100 pounds, the railroad company shall assume 
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only so much of the cost of compression as will, when added to 27 cents, make up 
the amount of the current freight rate. 

Fourth. For the purpose of concentration, uncompressed cotton may be shipped 
to compress stations one hundred miles or more of railroad mileage from points 
on the Gulf coast, under the following conditions and adjustment of freight 
charges for and after such concentration: 

1. There shall be no compress in operation at original shipping point or at a 
point between shipping point and the point at which it is desired to concentrate, 
unless otherwise provided below. 

2. The compress station at which it is desired to concentrate cotton, shall be 
in the direction of final destination as reached by or over the line on which such 
cotton originates, except that a railroad company may, when requested by shipper 
to do so, concentrate shipments of cotton at a compress station on its line, not 
in the direction of final destination, which is nearer to the original shipping point 
than is the first compress point in the direction of final destination. 

3. When cotton to be concentrated at a junction point of two or more compet- 
ing lines of railroad is offered at another junction point of such competing lines, 
and it is possible for one of such lines to concentrate the cotton, so offered, under 
the foregoing provisions ( paragraphs 1 and 2 of fourth rule ) , then the other com- 
peting lines shall have the privilege of concentrating such cotton, as desired by 
shipper, although it may be necessary for such other lines, in doing so, to haul 
such cotton through intermediate compress points upon their lines. 

4. When the concentrated cotton is again delivered to the railroad company 
for shipment to final destination in Texas, such railroad company shall refund 
only its charges for the service of concentrating at compress points on its own 
line, cotton which originated at points on its own line, except in cases where con- 
necting lines shall be authorized to operate jointly in concentrating shipments of 
cotton. 

5. The entire charge for concentrating shall be refunded when the point of con- 
centration is located as provided in the foregoing rules, and the rate from original 
shipping point to final destination in Texas is the same as, or less than, that ap- 
plying from concentrating point to such destination. When the rate from orig- 
inal shipping point to final destination in Texas is greater than that applying 
from concentrating point to such destination, then so much of the charge for 
the service of concentrating shall be retained by the railroad companies as will,, 
when added to the rate from concentrating point to final destination, make up and 
maintain the amount of the current rate from shipping point to such destination. 

6*. When the concentrating point is not in the direction of final destination, 
as reached by or over the line upon which the cotton originates, or as otherwise- 
provided in paragraph 2 and 3 of this (fourth) rule, such line shall, on receiving 
the cotton for reshipment to final destination, refund an amount sufficient to make 
the following charges per bale over and above the current rate from concentrating 
point to final destination, viz.: For distances of 50 miles or less, 25 cents; 75 
miles and over 50 miles, 35 cents; 100 miles and over 75 miles, 50 cents. Cotton 
concentrated out of the direction of final destination, for distances exceeding 100 
miles, shall be subject to full tariff rates without subsequent adjustment, as here- 
in provided for other distances. 

Fifth. Each railroad company may concentrate at any point on its own line, 
in the direction of final destination and distant 100 miles or more of railroad 
mileage from points on the Gulf coast, shipments of .compressed cotton from other 
points on its own line; provided, first, that when such shipments are forwarded 
from concentrating point to final destination, the adjustment of charges for the 
service of concentration shall be made in accordance with the provisions set forth 
in paragraphs 4, 5 and 6 of fourth rule above ; second, that the shipper or owner 
of such cotton shall assume the expense of unloading and reloading at such point 
of concentration. 

Sixth. The receipted expense bills made and collected for the service of concen- 
tration, shall be taken up by the railroad company, as evidence of concentration, 
when making the adjustment of charges authorized by fourth and fifth rules above. 
The value of such expense bills as evidence shall not be impaired by any transfer of 
ownership of the cotton prior to the time of shipment from the point of concentra- 
tion to final destination. 

Seventh. . Cotton which is to be delivered in compressed condition at destination 
shall be so compressed that the density of each bale at destination will not be less 
than twenty-two and one-half (22$) pounds per foot, cubic measurement. 
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Eighth. When a railroad company receives uncompressed cotton which is to be 
delivered in compressed condition at destination, said railroad company shall re- 
quire of the compress company, entitled under these rules to perform the work, a 
written guarantee, with good and sufficient sureties, to reimburse said railroad 
company, and the companies delivering the cotton at destination, the expense 
which either of said companies may incur by being required to have said cotton re- 
compressed, or by having to bear the cost of re-compression in case the first com- 
pression is found to be defective and so declared by competent inspectors; said 
guarantee to be so framed as to inure to the benefit of the receiving and deliver- 
ing companies. 

Ninth. In case a compress company shall fail or refuse to execute said guaran- 
tee, it shall then be the duty of the railroad company transporting such cotton to 
deliver the same for compression to the next nearest compress located in the direct 
route to destination which will perform the work under the required guarantee, 
provided that other requirements to compress in transit, as set forth in para- 
graphs 2 and 3 of third rule, shall be complied with in all instances. 

Tenth. To establish through a railroad company the responsibility of a com- 
press company for defective compressing, the shipment of cotton involved shall be 
inspected by a competent and disinterested person within four days after its 
arrival at the port or station where such matter is to be decided, and a copy of the 
certificate or report of condemnation, made by the person inspecting, and embrac- 
ing the marks, measurement and weight of each bale of cotton, the number and 
date of bill of lading, the date of the arrival of the cotton at the station where it 
was inspected and condemned, the date of the inspection, and the defects on ac- 
count of which the cotton was condemned, shall be immediately forwarded to the 
Railroad Commission of Texas, and a like copy shall be furnished to the railroad 
company delivering the cotton at such port or station. In the event the cotton 
condemned is not recompressed before subsequent shipment, the amount to be es- 
tablished against the compress company shall not exceed the value of the space 
occupied by the cotton in the ship, over and above the density of 22£ pounds per 
cubic foot, as required by seventh rule, nor the customary expense of recompressing 
cotton. 

Eleventh. When a railroad company receives compressed cotton for shipment, 
the bill of lading shall describe the shipment as "compressed cotton," and in such 
case the railroad company shall not be held responsible for defective compressing; 
but this provision is not intended to relieve the compress company from liability 
to the shipper or owner of the cotton for any damages sustained on account of 
defective compressing. 

Twelfth. When a compress company operating a compress at a railroad station 
fails or refuses to furnish all shippers equal facilities for the accommodation and 
disposition of cotton, such failure or refusal will be considered by the Railroad 
Commission of Texas as grounds for authorizing the railroad company to withhold 
from such compress shipments of cotton which are in transit and to deliver them 
at some other compress for compression. 

Thirteenth. When cotton is tendered to a railroad company upon a compress 
platform which is situated on the track of such railroad company, it shall be the 
duty of the railroad company to take charge of and receipt for such cotton in the 
same manner and on the same terms as it would receive and receipt for the cotton 
if tendered at its own depot, platform or other place assigned by it for such trans- 
actions; provided, however, that the shipper or the compress company shall, in 
such cases, assume the additional risk of insurance involved by such act of the 
railroad company. 



1. The Texas Central Railroad Company is authorized to operate jointly with 
the Houston and Texas Central Railroad Company and the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas Railway Company of Texas, in the adjustment of charges for concentrating 
at Waco, cotton from stations on its line north of Oliver. 

2. The Texas and Pacific and the Texas, Sabine Valley and Northwestern Rail- 
way Companies are authorized to operate jointly in adjusting charges for concen- 
trating at Marshall, cotton originating at points on the line of the Texas, Sabine 
Valley and Northwestern Railway. 

3. The International and Great Northern Railroad and Texas, Sabine Valley 
and Northwestern Railway Companies are authorized to operate jointly in adjust- 
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ing charges for concentrating at Jacksonville, cotton originating at stations on 
the Texas, Sabine Valley and Northwestern Railway. 

4. The International and Great Northern Railroad and the Hearne and Brazos 
Valley Railway Companies are authorized to operate jointly in adjusting charges 
for concentrating at Hearne, cotton which originates at stations on the Hearne 
and Brazos Valley Railway. 

5. The Fort Worth and Denver City and Wichita Valley Railway Companies 
are authorized to operate jointly in adjusting charges for concentrating at Bowie, 
shipments of cotton which originate on the Wichita Valley Railway. 

6. The International and Great Northern Railroad Company is authorized to 
refund the entire charge for concentrating at Palestine, cotton originating at 
Crockett and intermediate points which is subsequently shipped south from Pales- 
tine at the rates applying from Palestine to final destination. 

7. The Houston and Texas Central Railroad Company is authorized to compress 
at Bryan, cotton shipped from Wellborn at the rates applying from Wellborn and 
destined to points south of Wellborn; that company to make no additional charge 
for the service between Wellborn and Bryan, and to assume so much of the cost 
of compressing as is permitted by third rule, section 3, of this tariff. 

8. The Galveston, Harrisburg and San Antonio Railway Company is authorized 
to compress at Schulenburg, cotton shipped from Weimar at the rates applying 
from Weimar, and destined to points east of Weimar, and to compress at La 
Grange, cotton shipped from Ellinger to points east thereof at the rates applying 
from Ellinger; that company to make no charge for the service of transportation 
between Weimar and Schulenburg, and between Ellinger and La Grange, and to 
assume so much of the cost of compressing as is permitted by third rule, section 3, 
of this tariff. 

9. The Galveston, Harrisburg and San Antonio Railway Company is author- 
ized to concentrate at Seguin, cotton from Marion, Cibolo Pit and Cibolo Valley 
on the terms and conditions prescribed for the concentration of cotton at compress 
points. 

10. The Missouri, Kansas and Texas Railway Company of Texas is authorized 
to compress at La Grange, cotton shipped from points east of La Grange at the 
rates applying from such points and destined to points east of the point of origin, 
without making any charge for the service between the points of origin and La 
Grange, and to assume so much of the cost of compressing as is permitted by third 
rule, section 3, of this tariff. 

11. The Chicago, Rock Island and Texas Railway Company is authorized, when 
requested by shipper to do so, to concentrate at Bowie, free of charge for such ser- 
vice, shipments of cotton consigned by any route, to final destination in Texas on 
through bills of lading issued at points on its line north of Fort Worth ; provided 
that shipments handled under this authority shall be forwarded from Bowie in 
accordance with the terms of the bills of lading issued at original shipping points, 
without substitution of bales or change of tags, tag numbers, or marks, but not to 
apply on interstate or foreign shipments.

Hay Rates. — On hay, on straw, and on corn husks in carloads; minimum 
weights for shipments transported over lines of standard gauge, in cars less than 
34 feet in length, internal measurement, 15,000 pounds per car, and in cars 34 
feet or more in length, internal measurement, 17,000 pounds per car, and for 
shipments transported over lines of narrow gauge, 10,000 pounds per car. (Cir- 
culars Nos. 196, 375 and 456.) 

The following shall be observed as estimated weights of flour packed in sacks: 
Whole sacks, 98 pounds; half sacks, 48 pounds; quarter sacks, 24 pounds, each. 
(Circular No. 391.)

Section No. 2. Joint Rates.

Section 6. Rates on Cotton Linters, any quantity.

Note. — The foregoing regulations shall not be construed as imposing upon rail- 
road companies the obligation to furnish cars of specified dimensions. 

The minimum weights of shipments transported over railroads of narrow guage 
shall be as follows: For horses, mules, beef cattle, stock cattle, oxen and cows, 
and double-deck shipments of calves, goats, hogs and sheep, 20,000 pounds; for 
shipments of calves, goats, hogs and sheep, each sufficient to load only a single- 
deck car, 15,000 pounds per car. 

Section 3. Transportation of Men in Charge. 

Men in charge of shipments of live stock in carloads shall be passed as follows, 
provided that shipments consisting of two or more carloads shall be shipped by 
one consignor to one consignee : 
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Pass one man in charge of one car of live stock other than horses and mules ; no 
return pass. 

Pass one man each way in charge of one car of horses and mules. 

Pass one man each way in charge of two to five cars of live stock. 

Pass two men each way in charge of six to ten cars of live stock. 

Pass three men each way in charge of eleven or more cars of live stock, which 
shall be the maximum number of men that will be passed with any shipment of 
live stock from one shipper in the same train. 

Return transportation for men in charge of live stock shipments shall be good 
only for continuous passage, without lay-over, from the destination of the ship- 
ments to the shipping points, and shall be limited to twenty-five (25) days from 
date of shipment from original shipping point for men going in charge of horses 
and mules, and to twenty (20) days from date of shipment from original shipping 
point for men going in charge of other classes of live stock. (Circular No. 284.) 

Each railroad company shall use proper methods to secure the identification of 
parties entitled to free transportation under this rule. 

Section 4. Application of Rates. 

The rates and regulations of this tariff apply on shipments of live stock, as 
described, when transported in ordinary stock cars or stable cars. When in palace 
stock cars the shipments will be charged the customary rental of the companies 
owning such cars in addition to the freight rates herein established. 

A stable car is one having two. gates which divide its interior into three com- 
partments, while palace cars have a separate stall for each animal. 

Section 5. Exceptions. 

1. The rate between Houston, Galveston and intermediate stations on ship- 
ments of live stock subject to this tariff shall be 5 cents per hundred pounds, with 
minimum cnarge of ten dollars per car. 

2. The rates on live stock, all kinds, except horses and mules, from stations on 
the International and Great Northern Railroad west of Houston to East Colum- 
bia, inclusive, shall be, to Houston 5 cents per 100 pounds, with minimum charge 
of ten dollars per car, and to Galveston 6£ cents per 100 pounds, with minimum 
charge of twelve dollars and fifty cents per car. 

3. The rates on horses and mules in carloads from points on the International 
and Great Northern Railroad west of Houston to East Columbia, inclusive, shall 
be, to Houston, 7£ cents per 100 pounds, and to Galveston 10 cents per 100 pounds. 

4. The rates on live stock, all kinds, in carloads, between Galveston or Houston 
and the following stations on the Gulf, Colorado and Santa Fe Railway shall be 
as indicated in the table, viz. : 

Areola and Dukes, 5 cents per 100 pounds, with minimum charge of ten dollars 
per car. 

House, Rosenberg and intermediate stations, 7* cents per 100 pounds, with 
minimum charge of fifteen dollars per car.

Section 2. Joint Rates. 



Joint rates to apply on shipments transported in common point territory over 
two or more lines of railroad which are not under the same management and 
control shall be determined as follows: (a) The rates set forth in the table of

6. For the purpose of concentrating less than carload shipments of vegetables 
in order to make carload lots for reshipment, the International and Great North- 
ern Railroad and Velasco Terminal Railway are authorized to adopt the rate of 
five (5) cents per 100 pounds for the transportation of such shipments from points 
on the Velasco Terminal Railway to Houston.

Employ class differentials in connection with the rates of 50 cents 
from Galveston^ and 43 cents from Houston, in making rates from or to points in 
differential territory. Rates applying from Galveston to stations on the Houston 
East and West Texas Railway shall also apply from Velasco to the same points. 
(Circular No. 4*,*, effective October 12, 1897.) 

Sewer pipe and drain tile, carloads. The rates in force prior to May 19, 1897, 
are not affected by Commodity Tariff No.' 23, and shall be maintained until further 
notice. (Circular No. 584, of March 1, 1898.) 

Lumber and articles subject to lumber rates, in carloads, from points on the 
Texas, Sabine Valley and Northwestern Railway to Fort Worth, Terrell and inter- 
mediate stations on the Texas and Pacific Railway, 18| cents per 100 pounds. 
(Circular No. 652, effective July 13, 1898.) 

Lumber, C. L., minimum weight 24,000 pounds per car, to Sabine Pass and Port 
Arthur, from Beaumont, 2£ cents, and from all stations on Sabine and East Texas 
Railway north of Beaumont, 3$ cents per 100 pounds. (Circular No. 653, effective 
July 19, 1898.) 

All freight rates applying from and to Quanah shall apply from and to Acme 
station on the Fort Worth and Denver City Railway. (Circular No. 699, effective 
September 5, 1898.) 

Rates on lumber and articles taking lumber rates, in. carloads, applying from 
Moscow shall also apply from stations on the Moscow, Camden and San Augustine 
Railway to points in Texas. (Circular No. 755, effective November 22, 1898.) 

CLASSIFICATION RULINGS. 

Classification rulings, exclusive of "exceptions" to current classification, adopted 
by the Commission since its last annual report, are embraced in Circulars Nos. 569, 
570, 573, 577, 581, 593, 596, 600, 603, 606, 609, 612, 621, 630, 636, 648, 651, 660, 
664, 669, 674, 684, 685, 695, 701, 706, 709, 713, 724, 733, 744 and 753. Of these, 
Circular No. 596, effective February 5, 1898, authorized the adoption of Western 
Classification No. 26, and Circular No. 684, effective August 17, 1898, authorized 
the adoption of Western Classification No. 27, which, together with the rulings 
amending it, is in force on the date of this report. 

EXCEPTIONS TO WESTERN CLASSIFICATION. 

Agate ware, same rates as enameled ware. ( Circular No. 679. ) 

Agricultural implements, vehicles and furniture. — When carload shipments of 
these articles are transported in cars exceeding 40 feet in length, internal measure- 
ment, the minimum weights as established for carloads of such articles will be in- 
creased 3 per cent for each foot or fraction of a foot of such excess. (Circular No. 
83.) 

Agricultural implements, returned for repairs, one-half of current tariff rates. 
(Circular No. 312.) 

Ammonia, carbonic acid, sulphuric acid, and gasoline, iron drums and cylinders, 
empty, returned, one-half of fourth class. (Circular No. 265.) 

Apples and vegetables (not canned goods), viz.: Beets, cabbage, carrots, cauli- 
flower, celery, cucumbers, egg plants, green corn, horse-radish, melons, onions, 
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onion sets, oyster plants, parsnips, potatoes, pumpkins, radishes tomatoes, turnips,, 
dried or evaporated apples, dried or green beans, dried or green peas, dried peaches, 
sauerkraut, cider and pickles, including capers, catsup, horse-radish (prepared), 
mustard (prepared) , and olives, in glass or wood, in straight or mixed carloads, or 
in mixed carloads with vinegar, Class C. 

Note 1. — Straw not to exceed 1500 pounds will be allowed free of charge as pre- 
servative with each carload of apples and vegetables. 

Note 2. — This ruling shall not be construed as in any manner affecting com- 
modity tariffs on fruits, melons and vegetables. (Circular No. 538.) 

Asbestos ore, ground and packed in sacks, carloads, minimum weight 30,000 
pounds per car, Class E. (Circular No. 388.) 

Asbestos roofing, asbestos, cement, roofing felt, building paper and roofing' 
cement (granite and tar ) , straight or mixed carloads, Class C* (Circular No. 24.) 

Bagging and- ties, straight or mixed carloads, minimum weight 20,000 pounds 
per car. (Circular No. 328.) 

Baling twine may be shipped in the following proportions with car loads of bag- 
ging and ties, at the rates fixed for those articles : With each carload of bagging,. 
500 pounds of baling twine, and with each carload of bagging and ties (mixed) 
300 pounds of baling twine; excess of those proportions shall be charged for at 
current rates applying on baling twine. (Circular No. 83.) 

Beer packages, including empty beer bottles in barrels or boxes, returned to 
point of shipment, minimum weight of shipments loaded in refrigerator cars, 15,- 
000 pounds, and of shipments loaded in other kinds of cars, 20,000 pounds, shall be 
charged one-fourth of current Class E rates, with a minimum charge of $5.00 per 
carload on snipments transported over a single line of railroad, and $10.00 per car- 
load on shipments transported over two or more lines of railroad. (Circular No. 
142.) Exception. — Empty beer packages, returned, from stations on the Fort 
Worth and Denver City Railway and Wichita Valley Railway to breweries in 
Texas, one-half of Class E rates. (Circular No. 193.) 

Beer preservatives. — The allowance of preservatives (ice, sawdust and straw) 
used in the transportation of beer, in carloads, shall be as follows: During the 
months of June, July, August and September, between points in Texas common 
point territory, 4000 pounds ; between those points and points outside of common 
point territory, 5000 pounds. During other months of the year the allowance 
shall be 2000 pounds less than the amounts above specified. 

In case any portion of the ice, carried free as preservative under this rule, is 
taken from car and delivered at destination, charge for the transportation of same 
shall be made on the basis of the current carload rate on ice. (Circular No. 89.) 

Bi-sulphide of carbon, in cans, boxed, carloads, fourth class. (Circular No. 
679.) 

Box material, box lumber or shooks, including scarfed berry box material, in 
racks or bundles, strips for box ends, cleated together, lumber cut to length for 
boxes, not further manufactured, Class E. 

Note. — This does not cancel special rates previously authorized. (Circular No. 
328.) 

Brick conduits, same rates as sewer pipe. (Circular No. 38.) 
Butter oil (cotton seed product), less than carloads, fourth class. (Circular 
No. 97.) 

Camping outfit, second-hand, together with utensils and implements used in con- 
struction of telegraph and telephone lines, Class D. (Circular No. 312.) 

Cement and lime, straight or mixed carloads, and cement, lime and plaster, 
mixed carloads, Class D, unless otherwise provided in Commodity Tariffs Nos. II 
and 14. (Circular No. 312.) 

Cement plaster, plaster of Paris and dental plaster, in barrels or sacks, in 
straight or mixed shipments of 4000 pounds or more, but less than carload, 160 
per cent of current Class E rates; provided, 1st, that when current fourth class 
rate is lower than a rate so made, such fourth class rate shall govern; 2nd, that 
the charge on any shipment less in quantity than an established minimum shall 
not exceed the charge for such minimum ; 3rd, that this ruling shall not cancel any 
existing tariffs providing rates lower than those herein prescribed. (Circular 
No. 385.) 

Chains, straight carloads, Class B. ( Circular No. 679. )

Crackers, less than carloads, third class. (Circular No. 46.) 

Cyanide of potash, refined, less than carloads, first class. (Circular No. 81.) 

Drag saws (operated by one man), first class. (Circular No. 452.) 

Electric street car sprinklers, with or without seats for passengers, same as 
street cars. (Circular No. 388.) 

Empty barrels, casks, kegs and tierces, not otherwise provided for in Commodity 
Tariffs, minimum weight 20,000 pounds per car, Class D, except when application 
of approved Western Classification will make less. (Circular tyo. 388.) 

Excelsior in bales, carloads, minimum weight 17,000 pounds per car. (Circular 
No. 388.) 

Excelsior, carloads, Class D. (Circular No. 679.) 

Farm wagons, common, K. D., less than carloads, fourth class. (Circular No.

Fertilizers, including guano, bone dust and bone meal, in quantities of 2000 
pounds or more, but less than carload, 200 per cent of Class E rates ; provided, 1st, 
such rates shall not exceed current fourth class rates ; 2nd, that the charge on any 
shipment less than established minimum shall not exceed the charge for such min- 
imum. Fertilizers subject to this ruling are, unless otherwise provided above, 
those which are rated Class E in current classification when shipped in carloads.

•charge of $25.00 per car ; no mileage to be paid by the lines transporting such cars.

Flour mill rolls, shipped for sharpening and other repairs, and returned to 
original point of shipment, one-half of current class rates each way. (Circular

Fresh meat, dressed beef, mutton, hogs and cured packing house products, and 
butterine, in mixed carloads, minimum weight 20,000 pounds per car, may be trans- 
ported at the carload rate on each. When not loaded to the minimum, charge will 
be made at the actual weight of the fresh meat and butterine, the balance to make 
up the minimum weight to be charged for at the packing house product rate, pro- 
vided that in no case shall the charge for the entire carload be less than 24,000 
pounds at the packing house product rate.

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not more than three points between shipping point and destination, shall be 
charged at the rate of $5.00 for each stop. 

Free transportation shall be furnished for one man in charge of and accompany- 
ing a shipment of one or more cars of bananas, and returning within twenty days 
from date of shipment, by the route over which the shipment passed. (Circulars 
Nos. 236, 251 and 388.) 

Fruits, melons and vegetables. — Provision in Western Classification requiring 
prepayment or guarantee on shipments of fruits, melons and vegetables, may be 
waived, without discrimination, at the option of the carrier.

Graphite, ( plumbago ) , carloads, fifth class. ( Circular No. 388. ) 
Grindstones, not mounted, carloads, Class D. ( Circular No. 83. ) 

Hapfen-weiss, or white hop tonic, carloads, fifth class. (Circular No. 133.) 

Iron bands, second-hand, used as carriers and returned to manufacturers of 
staves and heading, one-half of fourth class.

Junk consists of the following: Bones, hoops, horns, empty second-hand bottles, 
broken glass, glue stock, old or discarded oil press cloth, old rubber, old leather, 
scrap paper, rags, scrap metal (brass, copper, iron, lead, and zinc), old rails, old 
car wheels, cotton tie clippings, cotton factory sweepings (old strings, old rope, 
old bagging, scrap rags, cloth ends and refuse cotton pickings, loose, in sacks, not 
exceeding 3000 pounds per car.)

Land cement plaster, carloads, Class E. (Circular No. 330.) 

Lard compound, carloads, in tank cars, same rates as packing house products.

Oranges and lemons, estimated weights of packages of standard size or less, 80 
pounds per box, and 160 pounds per barrel, regardless of the fact that actual

Whiskey, alcohol, Cologne spirits, wine and other liquors, in wood or glass, 
straight or mixed carloads, same as whiskey in wood, carloads.

— The rates prescribed for the transportation of wire, carloads, 
shall apply on straight or mixed carloads of wire ( iron or steel ) , barbed, coppered 
or galvanized, painted, plain or woven field,. nails and staples, straight or mixed 
carloads, or in carloads mixed with hay bale ties, minimum weight 24,000 pounds 
per car, unless otherwise provided in commodity tariffs.

APPENDIX E. 



GENERAL ORDERS. 



Notice is hereby given that under section 8 of an act creating the Railroad Com- 
mission of Texas, passed at the regular session of the Twenty-second Legislature, 
and approved April 3, 1891, the changing of any classification or subdivision of 
freight or property or the changing of any rates in force on and after this date, 
without notice to and consent of the Commission is unlawful, and subjects the rail- 
road so doing to the penalty provided in section 18 of the act aforesaid. 

All applications for a change in rates must be signed by the general or assistant 
general freignt agent desiring the change. 

Applications for a change in joint rates must be signed by the general or as- 
sistant general freight agent of each road interested. 

Changes in rates approved by the Commission take effect on the day specified in 
the order of approval, not less than ten days from date of filing the application in 
this office, and must be posted as effective on that date. (Circular No. 1, dated 
July 5, 1895.) 

Referring to circular letter issued by this Commission July 10, 1894, and direct- 
ing that a complete file of certain documents pertaining to the transportation of 
freight in and through the State of Texas be sent to it, the Commission now directs 
that each company operating a line of railroad in this State, shall forward at once 
to the office of the Commission a copy of each of the following documents affecting 
the transportation of freight upon such line of railroad, which has not heretofore 
been so forwarded : 

1. General freight tariffs, State and interstate, both local and joint, together 
with all amendments. 

2. Special freight tariffs, schedules and rate sheets of any form or character. 

3. Division sheets for freight tariffs or rates as above, and the basis upon which 
the divisions are determined. 

4. Classifications and amendments thereto, and exceptions to such classifica- 
tions. 

5. Percentage sheets and the agreements under which they are made. 

6. Agreements establishing freight traffic relations with other transportation 
lines. 

7. Circulars and orders affecting the movement or disposition of freights, or 
the revenue derived therefrom. 

8. Also, at the time of their issuance, all documents as named above, that may 
hereafter be issued for application upon such line of railroad. (Circular No. 53, 
dated March 9, 1895.) 

It is ordered by the Railroad Commission of Texas that the following rules and 
regulations shall be, and they are hereby, established to govern the reception, 
transportation and delivery of loaded cars from point to point on railroads within 
the State of Texas. 

1. Every railroad company, operating a railroad between points within the 
State of Texas, shall receive, when tendered to it by a shipper at a station on its 
line, every loaded car intended for transportation over its line to a point on its 
line and also every loaded car intended for transportation over its line and thence 
to a point on any connecting line of railroad. Having received from a shipper a 
loaded car destined to a point on its line, the company so receiving such loaded 
car shall forward and haul same over its line to destination ; and having received 
from a shipper a loaded car destined to a point on a connecting line, the company 
so receiving such loaded car shall forward and haul same over its line to its junc- 
tion with the next connecting line to which it shall at such junction deliver same 
for further transportation. 

2. Every railroad company, operating a railroad between points within the 
State of Texas, shall receive, when tendered to it by a connection at a place of 
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junction of their tracks, every loaded car intended for transportation over its line 
to a point on its line and also every loaded car intended for transportation over 
its line and tjience to a point on any connecting line. Having received from a 
connection a loadea car destined to a point on its line, the company so receiving 
such loaded car shall forward and haul same over its line to destination; and hav- 
ing received from a connection a loaded car destined to a point on any connecting 
line, the company so receiving such loaded car shall forward and haul same over 
its line to its junction with the next connecting line to which it shall deliver same 
for further transportation. 

3. Connecting lines, as used in this circular, are two or more lines connecting 
with each other by crossing each other's tracks or otherwise, and forming a con- 
tinuous rail route between the initial and terminal points of a shipment; and a 
connection or connecting line is any one of said two or more lines. 

4. The junction of two railroads, as used in this circular, is the place at which 
they cross each other's tracks or are otherwise connected. 

5. Nothing herein contained shall affect the rules and regulations now recog- 
nized and enforced by the railroad companies of this State in respect to charges 
for car mileage upon loaded or empty cars. ( Circular No. 199, made permanently 
effective by Circular No. 399, March 24, 1897.) 

The following stands suspended by an order contained in Circular No. 530, effect- 
ive November 8, 1897. 

It is ordered by the Railroad Commission of Texas that every railroad company, 
operating a line of railroad between points within the State of Texas, and receiv- 
ing loaded or empty cars or any articles of freight for transportation over its line 
to a point on its line, or over its line to a point on any connecting line, shall, in the 
transportation and delivery of such loaded or empty car or articles o£ freight, re- 
spect and be governed by the routing thereof designated by the shipper in every 
case in which the shipper shall direct the route. (Circular No. 202, originally 
effective February 1, 1896.) 

It is hereby ordered that when two or more routes of railroad shall be in opera- 
tion between shipping point .and point of destination, the lowest rate applicable 
by any one of such routes shall be adopted by the other routes accepting freight 
for transportation between such points. (Circular No. 210, effective February 21, 



Whereas, this Commission has decided that the track of the Galveston Wharf 
Company Railroad is a "railroad" under the jurisdiction of the Railroad Com- 
mission of Texas; and 

Whereas, this Commission has given the ten days notice required by law of 
its intention to fix the rates for freight and passengers on said Wharf Company's 
railroad and all connecting railroads; and this question having been duly con- 
sidered by the Commission ; 

It is hereby ordered by this Commission that all classifications, rulings and 
rates heretofore by it adopted or approved, and ajl classifications, rulings and rates 
which it shall hereafter adopt or approve for the transportation of general mer- 
chandise and commodities of all kinds and classes between the city of Galveston 
and other points in the State of Texas, shall, on and after the 8th day of April* 
1897, apply and be in force from and to all points of shipment and delivery of such 
merchandise and commodities in the city of Galveston reached by. the line of each 
railroad company entering the city of Galveston, either with its own tracks or in 
connection with the tracks of the Galveston Wharf Company. 

It is further ordered that each railroad copinany, having and operating a line 
of railroad in the transportation of freight from and to and within the city of Gal- 
veston, shall furnish to shippers at points upon their tracks in said city at which 
it is customary or practicable to load freights, the cars required to receive ship- 
ments which are intended to be forwarded from Galveston to points in Texas, and 
the railroad companies accepting such shipments shall assess charges for their 
transportation from the points at which they are loaded to final destination at 
and under the classifications, rulings and rates prescribed or approved by this 
Commission for application from Galveston to such final destination. 

And it is further ordered that each railroad company having and operating a 
line of railroad in the transportation of freight from and to and within the city 
of Galveston, shall deliver at such points reached by its own tracks or in connec- 
tion with the tracks of the. Galveston Wharf Company in that city, at which it is 
customary or practicable to deliver freights, as may be designated by shippers or 
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consignees for such delivery, the freights by them transported from points in 
Texas, and destined and consigned to Galveston, and the charges for* such trans- 
portation from original shipping points to points of final delivery shall be made 
at and under the classifications, rulings and rates prescribed or approved by this 
Commission for the transportation of such freights from their point of origin to 
Galveston; and delivery of freight at a point of delivery in the city of Galveston 
having been effected in accordance with the provisions hereof, the obligations of 
railroad companies in such respect shall cease, and further service required of 
railroad companies in the removal of shipments from their point of delivery, as 
herein provided, to a point in the city of Galveston thereafter selected by the 
shippers or consignees, shall be subject to the customary charge for switching. 
(Circular No. 401, dated March 16, 1897.) 

It is hereby ordered that all rates, classifications, rules and regulations now in 
force and applying on freights, commodities and all articles transported by ex- 
press companies within the State of Texas, be and the same are hereby confirmed 
and adopted by the Railroad Commission of Texas ; and it is further ordered that 
such rates, classifications, rules and regulations, governing the transportation of 
freights, commodities and all articles by express companies between points in 
Texas, remain in force and effect until changed or canceled by order of or under 
the authority of the Railroad Commission of Texas. (Circular No. 422, dated 
April 28, 1898.) 

Applications ,to railway companies, for free transportation of persons, or reduced 
freight rates for ministers of gospel, or railroad employes, or for any other per- 
son on account of their avocation or calling in life, should not be forwarded to this 
Commission for consideration. 

1st. Because railway companies are authorized under the law to give free 
passes or excursion tickets to any one without consulting this Commission. 

2nd. Because this Commission cannot legally authorize reduced freight rates 
for the carriage of property for any person on account of his avocation or calling 
in life. 

3rd. When household goods or other effects have, by reason of long use, de- 
creased in value, or when it is necessary to meet wagon haul or water competition, 
the Commission can authorize reduced rates on such property, but in no case are 
we authorized to consider the avocation of a shipper in fixing the freight rate. 
(Circular No. 565, dated January 11, 1898.) 

It is ordered by the Railroad Commission of Texas that in all cases where it is 
agreed by and between railroad companies in this State and their employes, that 
said employes shall receive, as part of the compensation paid them for their ser- 
vices, free transportation for themselves, families and household goods, such con- 
tracts are hereby approved by this Commission and such employes are entitled to 
such free transportation as a part of their compensation while so employed. ( Cir- 
cular No. 605, dated April 2, 1898.) 

The Railroad Commission of Texas finds it necessary to warn the railroad com- 
panies of the State against the practice of refusing to accept and forward freight, 
tendered to them by connecting lines at points of interchange, until the apportion- 
ment of charges on such freight is adjusted. 

The statute of the State of Texas (Chap. 10, Art. 4538, Revised Statutes of 
Texas, 1895) provides that the railroad company receiving money in payment of 
freight on joint business shall be held as trustee for the amounts due to its con- 
necting lines, and further provides a method for the settlement of the accounts of 
such joint business. The object of these provisions, taken in connection with those 
embraced in Articles 4536, 4537 and 4539 of the same chapter, is to prevent the 
occurrence of delays of freight or passengers en route on account of disagreements 
in regard to the division of earnings, and in view of the urgency of the duties 
imposed by such provisions of the law, the willful detention of freight, heretofore 
frequently complained of, will not be tolerated. ( Circular No. 67 6, dated July 23, 
1898.) 

It is ordered that the railroad companies of the State of Texas, which are not 
parties to the suits for the injunction restraining the operation of Commodity 
Tariff No. 1-C, adopted by this Commission October 6, 1898, to apply on shipments 
of cotton in bales, transported by railroads between points in Texas, and effective 
November 2, 1898, be and they are hereby exempted from the operation of said Com- 
modity Tariff No. 1-C, and they shall, until further orders are issued by this Com- 
mission in relation to such matter of exemption, continue to use the rates, rules 
and regulations for the transportation of cotton in bales, between points in Texas, 
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which are prescribed in Commodity Tariff No. 1-B, now in force. (Circular No. 
756, effective November 1, 1898.) 

Whereas, the judge of the Circuit Court of the United States for the State of 
Texas, has issued a decree enjoining the Railroad Commission of Texas from en- 
forcing all its rates, tariffs, schedules, circulars and orders promulgated and estab- 
lished by said Railroad Commission of Texas since the 10th day of August, 1894, 
fixing and regulating the rates of freight on nine of the principal railroads of this 
State; and 

Whereas, these nine railroads cannot participate in joint rates with the railroads 
of this State not so enjoined, without violating that injunction; and 

Whereas, the railroads of this State not so enjoined can, on that account, do no 
business except that which is purely local to the several roads, and interstate 
business, because of their inability to make joint rates with the railroads so en- 
joined; and 

Whereas, if the railroads not so enjoined should be allowed to charge their local 
rates, to be added to the through rates on connecting lines, this would so increase 
the freight rates as to become an excessive burden on the owners and shippers of 
such freight; 

Therefore, this Commission hereby orders and directs that' the railroads not so 
enjoined are hereby released from a compliance with its said rates, tariffs, schedules, 
circulars and orders, until otherwise ordered by this Commission. (Commissioner 
Mayfield dissenting.) (Circular 761, dated December 3, 1898.) 



General Orders, etc., concerning monthly reports to be made by Ballroad Com- 
panies and Beoelvera to the Railroad Commission of Texas.

Requiring monthly reports from railroad companies and receivers. 

Austin, Texas, March 24, 1896. 

It is hereby ordered that, commencing with the month of March, 1896, monthly 
reports be made to this Commission, upon blank forms furnished by it, for each 
operated railroad in Texas, by the railroad company or receiver operating such 
road, covering information as follows: 

First. A report of the gross earnings of the railroad property for the month, 
stating the freight, passenger, mail, express and miscellaneous earnings separate- 
ly; and of the operating expenses of the property for the month, stating separately 
the respective amounts for maintenance of way and structures, maintenance of 
equipment, conducting transportation, and general expenses. 

Second. A report of tonnage and revenue, stating separately the number of 
tons hauled of cotton; of cotton seed and its products; of grain; of grain pro- 
ducts; of hay; of coal, coke and lignite; of live stock; of lumber; and the aggre- 
gate of all other articles grouped together. Also the gross amount of revenue 
derived from each of the foregoing named articles or groups of articles. 

The said reports shall be signed and duly sworn to by the proper officer of the 
railroad and returned to this Commission at its office in Austin, as follows : The 
reports of gross earnings and operating expenses within thirty days, and the re- 
ports of tonnage and revenue within forty-five days, after the close of the month 
for which reports are made. 

The monthly reports required by this order, will not take the place of the annual 
reports, but are in addition to them.

forty days, and the reports of tonnage and revenue (Form C) within seventy days 
after the close of the month for which reports are made. 

This modification as to time shall apply to the reports for the months of March 
and April, 1896, respectively, as well as to those for subsequent months.

Dear Sir: In view of the statements and arguments produced by some of the 
railroad companies, this Commission has deemed it advisable to modify Circular 
No. 239, by extending the time for the making of the reports required by said cir- 
cular. Accordingly, the Commission has this day promulgated Circular No. 244, 
which this letter accompanies, and which amends Circular No. 239, so as to secure 
a modification in the respect indicated. 

Inasmuch as complaints have been made to us by some of the companies that to 
enable them to comply with the requirements of Circular No. 239, an increase of 
clerical force, with a corresponding increase of expense, will be necessary, we take 
occasion to say that, admitting the complaint to be well founded, the possession by 
the Commission of the information which the reports will furnish, will inure to 
the benefit of the companies as well as to the benefit of the public. Heretofore, 
having had only the knowledge afforded by annual reports, we have had great diffi- 
culty in deciding what disposition we should make of applications for changes of 
rates. Having nothing more recent, we have had to look to the last preceding 
annual reports m order to determine the reasonableness of proposed changes. 
Obviously, conditions ever varying, there is always danger of injustice when rates 
are established with reference to conditions existing several months previously. 
Moreover, the annual reports have not, under the form that has been used, furnish- 
ed the amount of revenue derived respectively from the transportation of each 
kind of freight. That detailed information upon this subject should be possessed 
by the Commission, and that the information should be the most recent obtainable, 
must be apparent to every one who will reflect a moment. 

Aside from ocner considerations, it can not but be valuable to the railroad com- 
panies to know at all times not only their gross earnings and expenses, but also 
the volume of the principal articles carried by them each month, together with 
the revenue derived therefrom.

APPENDIX F. 



Govern the Mode of Bringing- Complaints and Matters for Investigation 
before the Railroad Commission of Texas. 

1. All complaints and applications to have hearings before the Railroad Com- 
mission upon any question arising under the law creating said Commission shall 
be in writing, and no verbal complaint or application will be entertained by said 
Commission. 

2. Such complaint shall contain a brief statement of the subject-matter of com- 
plaint or application, and be signed by complainants or applicants ; but technical 
pleading will not be required. It must be delivered to the Commission through the 
Secretary or one of the clerks, or to any member of the Commission by the com- 
plainant or applicant, his agent or attorney, or it may be sent to the Commission 
through the mails. 

3. If such complaint or application contains matters which, in the judgment of 
the Commission, require investigation, the Secretary shall file the same by placing 
his file mark thereon with the proper number and enter the same on the docket. 

4. Before causing notice to be issued to the party complained of as provided in 
Section 9 of the Act creating the Commission, the Commission may notify the 
party against whom complaint is made, of the nature of such complaint and the 
party making the same, in order that the cause of the complaint may be removed 
or remedied without incurring the expense of a formal trial or hearing before the 
Commission. 

5. When any complaint or application is made to the Commission of any viola- 
tion of the railroad laws of this State, or the provisions of the Act creating this 
Commission, or the regulations established under said Act, and it shall appear to 
the Commission that there are reasonable grounds for investigation, and such 
party complained of shall fail to satisfy said complainant, after being notified of 
the complaint as provided in Rule 4, a notice shall be issued to such party to appear 
before the Commission at the place and time named in the notice to answer such 
complaint. Said notice shall be issued by the Secretary and attested by the seal 
of the Commission, and the party notified shall be allowed at least five days after 
service before he shall be required to appear and answer. 

6. The party making complaint shall be designated "plaintiff," and the party 
against whom complaint is made shall be designated "defendant." If the appli- 
cation be "ex parte," the case shall be so styled with the name of the applicant. 

7. The party or parties to any complaint or application and party complained 
of may appear before the Commission in person or by counsel. 
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APPENDIX G. 



Boles and Regulations Controlling the Bailroad Commission of Texas in the 
Issuance of Bailroad Stocks and Bonds. 

For the information of the public, and to secure the protection to investors con- 
templated by the law governing the issuance and registration of railroad stocks 
and bonds, the Commission has prescribed the following as the method of procedure 
under the law necessary to secure its authority to issue and have registered rail- 
road stocks and bonds : 



An application to the Commission for authority to issue bonds must set forth 
in the body of the application, or as an exhibit thereto, the following facts, which 
must be signed by the president and attested by the secretary of the company 
making the application : 

1st. Copy of the company's charter. 

2nd. Copy of the published notice to stockholders calling a meeting thereof for 
the purpose of authorizing the directors of the company to apply to the Commis- 
sion for authority to issue bonds, and a copy of the resolutions adopted at such 
meeting of the stockholders authorizing the directors to apply to the Commission 
for authority to issue bonds. 

3rd. The contract with the construction company proposing to construct the 
road, if any. 

4th. Alignment map of located road, on a scale of not less than 2000 feet to the 
inch, showing property, city and county lines. 

Deeds to right of way and other real estate acquired by the corporation for rail- 
road purposes, duly attested. These must have reference to the maps, and prop- 
erty; city and county lines should be properly tied to the located line of the rail- 
road in the customary manner. 

If there be lands traversed by the located line to which title has not been ac- 
quired by the corporation at the time of application, whether by reason of delay 
consequent upon the necessity of condemnation proceedings, or from other causes 
satisfactory to the Commission, the deeds thereto shall be filed with the Commis- 
sion as they may be obtained, and their description noted in place upon the maps. 

Any change that may be made in the located line of the railroad, either before 
or during construction, must be reported to the Commission in order that the 
same be duly recorded, awaiting the final action of the Commission. * 

Maps of station grounds, yards and terminals, on a scale of not less than 200 
feet to the inch, showing locations of tracks, buildings and other structures, and 
their relation to the streets, blocks and lots of the town or city in which they are 
situated, if any. 

Profile of located or completed road, or part of road, on a scale of not less than 
400 feet to the inch horizontal, and 30 feet to the inch vertical, showing the follow- 
ing: Nature of timber on right of way originally, if any; quantities of excava- 
tion and embankment, and their classification; location and length of sidings and 
spurs; location of water stations, and nature of supply; location and character of 
bridges, buildings and all other way structures. 

Plans and specifications for the following: Graduation; ballast and track; 
bridges, buildings and other standard structures. 

Rolling stock: Number and class of locomotives; number and class of cars of 
all kinds ; miscellaneous equipment. 

Detailed estimate of the cost of the proposed or completed road. 

5th. The extent and value of work already done, or in process of completion. 
^ 6th. Amount of money, and amount and value of property, received as dona- 
tions to the company. 
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7th. Aggregate amount of stock subscribed to the capital of the company, and 
amount paid thereon. 

8th. Any and all other facts showing the value of the franchises and property 
offered as security for the contemplated issue of bonds. 

The following statement must accompany the application as an exhibit: 
List of subscribers to capital stock, number of shares subscribed by each, amount 
of stock represented by each share, and amount of cash, labor or property paid 
thereon. Opposite each name on said list must be affixed a number beginning 
with one, or the next highest number of any certificate of stock previously issued. 
Said statement must be certified to by the president of the board, or presiding offi- 
cer of the meeting at which such stock was authorized, as correct, and sign the 
same in person. Said statement or certificate must be entered upon the minutes of 
the board, attested by the secretary thereof, with the company seal affixed thereto 
and deposited with the Railroad Commission. (See Sec. 7* of an Act to regulate 
issuance of railroad stocks and bonds. ) 

Upon the filing of such application, and a full compliance with the law, the Com- 
mission will issue an order granting the corporation applying therefor authority 
to issue its bonds to become a fifst lien on its franchises, property and completed 
road, or part of road, such bonds to be approved and directed to be registered only 
on completed road, or part of road, to the extent of the value thereof as ascertain- 
ed by the Commission. 

Application for Approval and Registration of Bonds by the Commission. 

Application to the Commission to approve bonds, and have them registered in 
the Secretary of State's office, must set forth under oath of the president of the 
company making the application : 

1st. The amount of stock of said company. 

2nd. The amount of outstanding bonds, if any. 

3rd. The number of miles of completed road, or part of road, upon which the 
bonds are to become a first mortgage. 

The bonds presented for approval and registration must be executed in accord- 
ance with Section 8 of the act regulating the issuance of the same. 

Upon filing of each application, and the presentation of the bonds desired to be 
approved and registered thereunder, the Commission will direct its engineer to in- 
spect the road, or part of road, completed, and ascertain if it has been constructed 
and equipped in accordance with the specifications and the profile set out in its 
application to the Commission for authority to issue bonds. If it finds that said 
completed road, or part of road, proposed as security for the bonds presented for 
approval and registration has been built in good faith, and that it is worth the 
amount for which it is proposed as security, an order will be issued to the Secre- 
tary of State, directing him to register bonds to the extent of the value of said 
completed road, or part of road. 

No bonds will hereafter be approved and directed to be registered by the Secre- 
tary of State except upon roads, or parts of roads, completed and equipped, and 
then only to the amount of the value thereof as determined after investigation by 
the Commission. 

Registration of Stocks. 

The issuance of certificates of railroad stock to subscribers to the capital stock 
must be in accordance with Section 7 of the act regulating the issuance of railroad 
stocks and bonds, and must be only on completed road, or part of road. When so 
issued, the Commission will direct their registration in the office of the Secretary 
of State. 

The amount of the stocks and bonds together in the aggregate must not exceed 
the reasonable value of the property of the company issuing them.

EXPRESS TARIFF NO. 1— B. 

Issued January 12, 1898, effective February 14, 1898, and as amended by Ex- 
press Circular No. 2, effective March 14, 1898. 

This tariff will supersede and cancel Express Tariff No. 1 — A, adopted by this 
Commission July 15, 1897, and effective August 5, 1897, together with the tariffs 
of express rates now in force and operative between points in Texas, save and 
except such special rates, established by the express companies and now in force, 
as are lower than the rates prescribed in this tariff, except also such general rates 
as are specified in section 3 of this tariff. 

Rates in cents per 100 pounds, for the transportation, by express companies be- 
tween points in Texas, of shipments of merchandise and property, as described 
below, subject to express classification of July 20, 1897, and the amendments and 
supplements thereto. 

Section 1. Table of Rates. 

The rates in the following table shall apply on shipments transported by a single 
express company, it being understood that when one express company operates 
over two or more independent lines of railroad, the joint short line mileage of 
such lines of railroad shall be employed in determining the express rates appli- 
cable between points on one and those on another of such lines of railroad. 

Explanation. 

Columns headed No. 1 contain rates to apply on shipments of articles rated as 
"Mdse." in current express classification. 

Columns headed No. 2 contain rates to apply on shipments of articles rated as 
"General Specials" in current express classification, except articles which are 
subject to the rates prescribed in columns Nos. 3 and 4, as provided below. 

Columns headed No. 3 contain rates to apply on shipments of green fruits, in- 
cluding berries and grapes. 

Columns headed No. 4 contain rates to apply on shipments of melons and vege- 
tables. 

These rates will hereafter be referred to as "regular mileage rates."

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Section 2. Joint Rates. 

Joint rates for the transportation of the articles embraced in section 1 of this 
tariff, between points in Texas by two or more express companies, shall be made 
by adding together the regular mileage rates herein prescribed for application to 
and from points of interchange by express companies and then deducting from the 
sum thus obtained ten (10) per cent of such sum; provided: 

1. That when a special rate applying to or from a point of interchange is less 
than 90 per cent of the regular mileage rates, then such special rate entire shall 
be employed in connection with 90 per cent of the regular mileage rates applicable 
over the balance of the route, in making the joint rate. 

2. That when a joint rate between two points, determined by the rule set forth 
in section "C" of the existing express classification (packages weighing 7 pounds 
or less) is lower than that made under this rule, such lower rate shall govern. 

Section 3. Exceptions. 

1. When two or more routes of express are in operation between shipping point 
and point of destination, the lowest rate applicable by any one of such routes shall 
be adopted by the other express companies accepting shipments for transportation 
between such points. 

2. The plans for determining charges on certain classes of express matter, set 
forth in sections "A," "B," "D" and "E" of the current express classification, and 
in the amendments and supplements to such classification, are hereby confirmed 
for further use; provided, that the charges determined under them shall not, in 
any case, be greater than those made in accordance with the provisions of this 
tariff. 

3. The existing rates on ale, beer, beer tonic, cider, ginger ale, malt extract, 
malt nutrine, malt nervine, soda, pop, mineral and spring water, and ice, as well 
as those for the transportation of money and articles embraced in the money class- 
ification, shall remain in force until further notice by this Commission; it being 
understood that the existing merchandise rates used in determining the rates on 
the articles above named in this item shall remain in force for such purpose only. 

4. Kates between stations on the San Antonio and Gulf Railway, and those on 
other lines of railroad in Texas over which the Pacific Express Company operates, 
and rates between stations on the Texas, Sabine Valley and Northwestern Railway 
and those on other lines of railroad in Texas over which the Pacific Express Com- 
pany operates, shall be made by adding together the rates applying to and from 
San Antonio in one case, and the rates applying to and from Longview Junction 
in the other case, and then deducting ten ( 10) per cent from the sums so obtained. 
(Express Circular No. 2.) 

Express Circular No. 1. — Amends Express Classification. 

Austin, Texas, January 12, 1898. 
In approval of joint application, submitted under number 3 of the Wells, Fargo 
& Co's. Express, it is hereby ordered that the following estimated weights be 
adopted as an amendment to the Express Classification of July 20, 1897, to govern 
in the transportation of the articles named by express companies between points 
in Texas:
